THE WORK THAT HAS BEEN DONE 
ON THE OLD CAPITOL. 


Bome Splendid Work Done by Atlanta 
Money, Hands and Brains in the Ke- 
modeling of This Building. 


A wonderful transformation ! 

The old capitol—the ‘Kimball 
house’’—is a thing of the past. 

The changes have been so great and will be 
so much greater, outside and inside, that the 
old building will not look like itself. 

The skill of the architect, the money of the 
proprietors and the industry of the workinen, 
have wrought wonderous changes in the old 
building. When it was purchased by Venable 
Bros. and Collins there were many speculations 
as to what would be done with it, 
but the proprietors went eg to work and 
solved the problem themseives 

To aoe the work that has been done 
and that will be done is.almost an impossi- 
bility. 

Beginning at the basement the two roomson 
the corner-of Marietta and Forsyth streets are 
elegantly fitted up and occupied by Mr. Frank 
Hoffman, plastico worker, to whom is due 
much of the credit for the elegant finishing of 
the interior of the rooms throughout the 


building. 

Then there are the hydraulic engine, steam 
pumps, surge tanks and the lower landing of 
the e'e: 

A cr yacious ca‘lar room extends along For- 
syth dag ., eovi and airy, and lighted by nu- 
auerous Windows that look out on the street. 

THE GROUND FLOOR. 

Room No. 1, corner of Forsyth and Marietta 
streets, on the ground floor, is fimshed in a 
style that vies in elegance with anything in 
the city. The wainscoting isin the beautiful 
plastico work, imitating tiling; the w alls and 
ceiling are finished in the same inaterial, 
between copper and gold, in the costliest style 
possible. This large apartment, that used to 
be the treasury, is occupied by Mr. J. D. Col- 
lins, the Collins Brick Company, Venable 
Brothers and the Atlanta Exchange and 
Banking Company, which has the old treasury 
Vaults, among the finest in the city, that were 
built at a cost of $10,000, 

Room No. 2 is a spacious chamber, fronting 
Marietta street, finished in a.style of superior 
elegance, and is occupied by the Northern 
Society of Geargia. 

Room No. 3 is finished in a most handsome 
manner, and fronts on Marietta street. This 
is the ofice of Major John C. Whitmer, -agent 
for a number of big insurance companies. 

Room No.4 is being beautifully finished, 
and is a portion of the old department of 

agriculture. It opens on Marietta street, and 
will be oecupied by Mr. Eugene Jacobs, one of 
the best known young’ druggists’ in 
the city, who will open a first-class 
drug store there as soon as the work is com- 


pleted. 

Room No. 5 is one of the most roomy apart- 
ments on the floor. - It will be occupied by Mr. 
A. P. Tripod, contractor and paint manufac- 


turer and dealer. 

Between this and the former rooms a 
twenty-six-inch brick wall has been built, 
running the length of the building, and reach- 
ing from the foundation to the roof. At 
every floor it is strengthened and supported by 
iron anchors that are worked into the outside 
wall a distance of fifteen feet, capped at in- 
tervals of six feet. This is the thickest inside 
wall ever builtin Atlanta, and makes the 
building as solid as a rock. 

Numbers 9, 10 and 11 are beautifully 
finished in plastico work, wrought in many 
heautiful designs and variegated tints; and 
are occupied by the Georgia. Phonograph 
Company. 

Number 12 is the office of Mr. D. R. 
White, manager of the Plastico Decorative 
Company, and they have spared no pains or 
expense in decorating the interior of their 
beautiful office. 

This plastico is a recent invention, and this 
is the first building in Atlanta in which it has 
been used. It is susceptible of being wrought 
into many beantiful and unique designs, and 
all the rooms in the big building, 104 in num- 
ber, have been finished in this material. It is 
largely used in cornices, panels and so on, 
with fing effect. 

The corridor and vestibule have both been 
remodeled and finished in plaster, renderin 
the o'd corridor, that used to be so dark od 
dismal, as light and airy as any part of the 
building. 

The elevator, which will run from bottom 
to top, is being built by J. L. Havens & Co., 
Cincinnati. It will cost $6,000, will have a 
‘peed of 200 feet a minute, and will be made 
.f quartered white oak and fitted with plush’ 
@eats, beveled wirrors and electric indicators. 
The car alone will cost $500, and it is to be 
running by September 15th next. 

THE FIRST FLOOR. 

The staircase leading to the first floor is 
being handsomely finished in a style in keep- 
ing with the other parts of the edifice. 

Rooms Nos. 14, 15 and 16 on this floor, have 
been elegantly finished for Mr. Ben Hil 
‘Thompson, insurance agent, and the designs! 
and tints of the ceilings and walls is a triumph 
of the decorator’s art. It is all donein plastico. 

Rooms 19 and 21 are occupied by Professor 
J. P. O’Donelly as a studio, and are finished 
in a most appropriate style. 

Rooms 22 and 24, two of the largest on this 
fioor, fronting on Marietta, are occupied by 
Messrs. Speaires & Roan, attorneys. 

Nos. 25 and 26 are occupied by Dr. D. H. 
Howell, physician and surgeon. They front 
on Marietta street, and are two of the most 
' convenient rooms in the entire building. They 
wil} be fitted up in the costliest possible style. 

No. 27 is occupied by Dr. A. vy Patterson, 
gurist and oculist, and isa large, reomy and 
giry apartment fronting Marietta street. 

No. 28, the old governor’s reception room, is 
occupied by Mr. C. H. Strickland, manager ‘of 
the Imperial Life Insurance Company. It is 
a splendid room, fronting on Marietta street. 

No. 29, the old private room of the executive 
department, is occupied by Dr. E. V. Joye, 
medical examiner for the Imperial, and is a 
very cozy oflice. 

Nos. 30 and 31, fronting on Forsyth street, 
are occupied by Dr. Hugh Hagan, neurologist, 
aud there are not two handsomer office rooms 
in Atlanta. The walls and ceilings of these 
are to be grained in old oak. 

Rooms 34, 35 and 36 are to be occupied by N. 
D. McDonald & Co., publishers. They are in 
the rear, and will be three of the largest rooms 
in the building. 

The old hall of representatives has been cut 
in two parts by two main walls that ran the 
depth of the building, and a space twenty-two 
feet wide has been left between the two sets of 
rooms for an open court. This will extend 
three stories and open through the roof, light- 
ing all that portion of the building. The sets 
of rooms consist of seven on either side for 
three stories, making forty-two in all. 

The old senate chamber has been similarly 
modified. It is cut into fourteen rooms, with 
anteroom; attached and an air-shaft extendin 
through the three stories, 14x14, which. wil 
give light and ventilation sufficient for every 


purpose. 
THE FLOOR ABOVE. 

This floor has been divided and subdivided 
into a large number of rooms, lighted and ven- 
tilated in the best manner. 

An army of laborers are at work on this 
floor hurrying forward the work. 

On the third floor are a large number of 
rooms, and here is the grand hall, 
gee P uae in ; Geansious, which will

‘The pro- 
prieters of the building are Bobi itu with 
that idea in mind, and nothing will be left | 
undone to make it perfect in its apenas 

Last ofall is the fourth floor, whigh will con- 
tain fourteen sleeping rooms,handsomely furn- 
ished and fitted up with everything necessary to 
make them comfartable and inviting. 

The cont of these improvements will be be-. 
tween $35,000 and $40,000, and beside the in- 
side w be the outside walls will be painted a 
dark color and the entire iron front will be 

neiled in gold, giving the building a very 
feapostnas appearance. 

A flat roof will take the place of the one 
now in existence, and'a galvanized iron corn- 
ice, beginning two stories Below, will rise 
fifteen feet above the roof and will be orna- 
mented with spirals, fancy windows and other 
designs. 

A HOME-MADE JOB. 

The work is all being done by home men, 

architecis. contractors, laborers and all. 
Veneble Bros. & Oollins are the proprie- 
tors and furnish the money. 

Bruce & Morgen are’ the architects,and from 
— carefully wn plans the work is being 

one. 

Mr. A. J. Miller is the gepere superintend- 
ent, one of the finest mechanical] geniuses in 
the city. 

The foreman is Captain S. H. Jones, a man 
who rode with Hampton in years agone, and 
who laid down his saber to take up the saw 
and the hammer, and although the weight of 
more than sixty years rests upon his shoulders, 
there is no better man at his trade than Cap- 
tain Jones. He has 110 men under him. 

Messrs. White and Hoffman have charge of 
the plastico-decorative work, and the results 
already obtained fully justify the confidence 
placed in them by their employers. 

Hunnicutt & Bellingrath are to do the 
steam and gas fitting for the entire building. 

Thomas M. Clarke & Co. have the contract 
for furnishing the locks, hinges and other 
hardware fittings. 

J. I. Havens & Go., Cincinnati, is the only 
outside firm, and they have the contract to 
build the elevator, 

The task has been a big one, but the work is 
progressing rapidly, and it is intended that the 
work shall be completed by September 15th, 
and the tenants will all be enabled to get into 
their quarters. —

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A FRIEND OF HOUSTON. 


A FRIEND OF THE TEXAS HERO IN 
ATLANTA. 


Hie Talks About Texas in a Reminiscent 
Way—The Great Resources of a 
Great State. 


Colonel B. A. Shepherd, a personal ac- 
quaintance of General Sam Houston, isin the 
city, and his talk on Texas covers, in a remi- 
niscent way, a period of more than half a 
century. Colonel Shepherd is .one of the 
largest bankers in Texas, and his knowledge 
of the state’s business is comprehensive. 

He is stopping for a few days with his son- 
in-law, Mr. Roberts, on Formwalt street. In 
Atlanta Mr. Shepherd has®several acquaint- 
ances, and his transactions with the Houston 
house of S. M. Inman & Co. are very heavy. 

‘‘Mr. Inman has the largest cotton business 
in Houston,”’ said he, ‘‘and he buys more bales 
of cotton than any firm in Texas.” 

“What is the crop of 'Texas’”’ 

“They say it will be two million bales this 
year. Texas could easily raise the entire cot- 
ton crop of the country.’’ 

‘What has given Texas such a large increase 
in population since the last census—schools ?” 

“Yes, I suppose that does have a great deal 
to do withit. They have a large school fund 
there. You know when the United States 
bought the western territory of Texas in 1839, 
the government gave her $7,500,000 for it, re- 
serving enough to pay the creditors of the 
state, who reside principally in Philadelphia. 
There was a large remainder. <A large part of 
the purchase money of that land went to form 
the nucleus of the Texas school fund. Since 
then, in granting land to railroads the state of 
Texas reserved every alternate section for ed- 
ucational purposes. 

“The railrcads were granted sixteen sections 
to the mile—640 acres in a section—to en- 
courage the development of the state in that 
early day. Fannin county was then as remote 
from usasany pointinthe German empire. 
Now we have frequent intercourse with that 
part of the state. 

‘These large grants were made with the 
idea that Texas men would build the roads, 
aud reap the benefits. Texas men did organize 
the work, and do a great deal toward building 
the roads. I was the second subscriber to the 
stock of the Houston and Texas Central, and a 
director for two years. We began it and built 
slowly and surely. But the Texas railroads 
are mostly in the hands of eastern capitalists, 
like Gould and Huntingdon. They bought a 
majority of the stock, and in that way got con- 
crol of the land that was given to the roads 
gears ago.” 

The conversation turned on the agriculture 
of Texas, and Colonel Shepherd wes asked 
how farming paid. 

“That depends on the season,’’ he replied. 
JThave afarm on the Brazos bottom. and I 
con't make much out of it. In April the 
floods washed away everything, and we had 
to replant. The second planting might have 
cone well, but for the drouth which came on 
later. Since I left I see they have been hav- 
ing rain, and I suppose that will make the 
crops on the Brazos amount to something. 

“The rainfall in the western part of 
Texas, you know, is very light. It- is 
said that the steel rails laid in that 
country by the railroads and the building of 
towns have considerably increased the rainfall. 
Wherever the country is wooded the rainfall 
is heavier than on the open prairie.” 

‘*Have they an Arbor Day ?”’ 

* Yes, I think so, but there is no compulsory 
planting of trees.”’ 

Then Colonel Shepherd began to speak of 
éhe timber wealth of Texas. 

‘Tt was said, yearsago,’’ heremarked, ‘‘that 
there was not timber enough in Texas to fence 
it ‘round. Of late, however, the extent of the 
timber has been discovered, and Texas.,is said 
to be the first state in the union in point of 
timber supply.” 

Speaking of the campaign he said: 

‘‘Hogg represents the idea of railroad regu- 
ulation. Fora long time he has been at work 
uponit. They, tried to get up an opposition 
candidate, but notwithstanding the fact that 
“Texas is so great a state, they have not been 
ab!e tea find one who would make much head- 
Way against him.” 

After talking over the resources of the 
state. Colonel Shepherd said thoughtfully: 

‘‘T am not so enthusiastic as some people, but 
I don’t know of a better place for a young 
man to go if he has any snapin him and feels 
like he wants to get up and shake himeelf. 
Where else could he go and do better? Texas 
is the route of several ines carrying a vast traf- 
fic to the northwest coast. It is the theater of 
iminense activity. Operations there are on a 
grand scale. We hardly realize ourselves the 
magnitude of the trafic that is passing 
through the state. 

“When I look back on the progress of the 
country for the last fifty years it seems to me 
that we will be obliged to take in Mexico after 
awhile. When I passed through this country 
in 1836 they were removing the Indians to the 
Indian Territory. General Jackson thought 
he had placed them so far away that they 
would never give the country any more trouble. 
Now the white people are already c!amoring for 
their lands. If the population increases at the 
saine rate in the next fifty years, where will it 
go to?” 

“*T see Mexico has invited the Chinese ?’’ 

*That’s a great mistake, a great mistake,’’ 
said he, with deliberate emphasis. ‘‘Years 
ago they talked a great deal about the need 
of immigrationin Texas,but I don’t believe the 


country will be any too Jarge for our children.”’ 


Revolving the events of half a century in 
his mind, one of  thefirst and most promi- 
nent characters who loomed up 
in the panorama of Colonel Shepherd’s 
memory was General Sam Houston, a hezo, 
who went from Tennessee, and one in whose 
achievements Georgia feels a special interest. 
Major Campbell Wallace, the Lowrys and 
other scions of the old -Tennessee stock pre- 
rerve the memory of General Houston as one 
of the dearest legacies coming down through 
the lincage of Fast Tennessee. 

Colons! Shepherd was a neighbor and warm 
friend of Genera! Houston, whom he regarded 
as one of the greatest of men. 

He says General Jackson had a force on the 
Sabine river, and it was well understood that 
if Houston should entice the Mexican forces 
there, the United States troops would destroy 
them, but Houston saw his chance to gaina 
victory over the Mexicans and heroically

MR. STANLEY'S WORKSHOP IN CAIRO 
DESCRIBED. 


Custer’s Last Battle Described by Captain 
Charles King—Conversatioa Lunches 
—An Educated Esquimo, 


Stanley wrote his book like he went through 
Africa and woe to the man who disturbed him. 
His Cairo workshop is described in the ex- 
tract given today. The death of General Cus 
ter is described by Captain Charles King, the 
literary lion of the army. Charles Dudley 
Warner tells of “Conversation Lanches,’”’ and 
W. D. Howells attacks anonymous journal- 
ism. The poem by Andrew Lang suggests 
*John Anderson, My Joe John.” 


Stanley's Work Room in Cairo. 

The August Scribner has an interesting 
article by Edward Marston on ‘‘How Stanley 
Wrote His Book.’’ The following gives an 
idea: 

“Tt wasin that part of the hotel farthest 
removed from the street that Mr. Stanley took 
up his abode. Herehe had a fine suite of 
rooms on the ground floor, very handsomeiy 
furnished in the oriental style. A large, lofty 
reception room and an equally large and hand- 
some dining room. In these he received some 
of the most important or most persistent of his 
many callers; but as a ruie he shut him- 
selfupin his bedroom, and there he wrote 
from early morning till late at night, and wee 
betide any one who ventured unasked into this 
sanctum. He very rarely went out, even fora 
strol! round-the garden. ‘His whole heart and 
soul were centered on his work. He had set 
himself a certain task, and he had determined 
to complete it to the exclusion of every other 
object in life. Hesaid of himseif: ‘I have so 
many pages to write. I know thatifI do not 
complete this work by a. certain time, when 
other and imperative duties are imposed upon 
mo, I shall never complete i¢ at all. When 
my work is accomplished, then I -will talk 
with you, laugh with you, and play with you, 
or ride with you to your heart’s content; but 
let me alone now, for Heaven's sake.’ 

“One day an Austrian enthusiast called and 
sent in a polite note asking Stanley to fix a 
time when he might bring forty of his compa- 
riots with him, all anxious for the opporta- 
nity of shaking him by the hand. This astute 
gentleman accompanied his request by a very 
handsomely mounted cigar case as a souvenir. 
This elegant littie present obtained for the 
persevering stranger a brief interview for him- 
self, but the hand-shaking of his forty friends 
could not possibly be entettained.’’ 

American Appetite for Titles. 

Oliver Wendell Holmes hits off au Ameri- 
can foible well in his August installment of 
‘Over the Teacup” in the Atlant.c: 

“Itisa very curious fact that, with al] our 
boasted ‘iree and equal’ superiority over the 
communities of the old werid, our people have 
the most cnormous appetite for o!d worid titles 
of distinction. Sir Michael and Sir Hans, be- 
long toone of the most extended of aristo- 
cratic orders. But wo have also ‘Knights and 
Ladies of Honor,’ and, what is still grander, 
‘Royal Conclave of Knights and Ladies,’ 
‘Royal Arcanum,’ and ‘Royal Society of Good 
Feliows,’ ‘Supreme Council,’ ‘Imperial 
Court,’. ‘Grand Protector,’ and ‘Grand Dic- 
tator,’ and soon. Nothing less than ‘Grand’ 
and ‘Supreme’ is good enough for the digni- 
taries of our associations of citizens. Where 
does all this ambition for names without real- 
ities come from? Because a Knight of the 
Garter wears a golden star, why does the 
worthy cordwainer, who mends the shoes of 
his fellow-citizens, went to wear a tin star, 
and take a name that had ameaning as used 
by the representatives of ancient families, or 
the men who had made themselves illustrious 
by their achievements ? 

“Tt appears to bea peculiarly American 
weakness. The French republicans of the 
earlier period thought the term citizen was 
good enough for anybody. At a later period, 
‘ie roi citoyen’—the citizen king—was a 
common title given to Louis Philippe. But 
nothing is teo grand for the American, in the 
way oftitles. Theproudest ofthem all signify 
absolutely nothing. They do not stand for 
ability, for public service, for  sccial 
importance, for large possessions; but, 
on the contrary, are Oftenest found 
in connection with personalities to 
which they are supremely inapplicable. We 
can hardly afford to quarrel with a national 
habit, which, if lightly handled, may involve 
us in serious domestic difficulties. The ‘Right 
Worshipful’ functionary, whose equipage 
stops at my back gate, and whose. services are 
indispensable to health and comfort of my 
household, is a dignitary whom [I must not of- 
fend. I must speak with proper deference to 
the lady whois scrubbing my floors, when I 
remember that her husband, who saws my 
wood, carries a string of high-sounding titles 
which would satisfy a Spanish nobleman.”

The Only, Educated, Esquimo. 

An interesting article by Augusta DeBubna, 
in the August St. Nicholas, describes Olaf 
Krarer, the little lady from Gteenland who is 
now lecturing in this,country, and is probably 
the only educated Esquimo lady in the world. 

In that strange country, where there is. no 
government and no code of laws, obedience to 
parents is the law of the ice hut, and a mother 
who threatens punishment always keeps her 
promise. Burning to the bone is enough -to 
subdue a refractory child, and it does. . This 
little lady gives these remarkable descriptions 
of her native iand, and the east coast of Green- 
land, whichis the coldest and most desolate 
region on earth. 

“They have no register or notation of time, 
nor routine of daily life, as we understand it. 
They eat when they are itungry and sleep 
when they are sleepy. 

“The furniture of an Eskimo .woman’s 
house is very simple: a rugof furs upon the 
snow floor; perkaps a rude seat or two built of 
snow and covered with fur, and hangings of 
tae same about the snow walls. There are 
besides a huge bag of fur, into which,the en- 
tire family craw! to sleep, and perhaps a few 
rough implements of bone for the rude work 
of their monotonous lives. .The making, 
or rather holding together, of ‘the’ fur 

arments they wear is accomplished 

y means of a sort ofbone needle and cords 
made of the dried sinews of thereindeer. The 
flesh of the same animal, poor and tongh from 
the meager nourishment. it is aa obtain, 
18 never eaten, but it is used for Wuel; and 
from the skin the harness for the dogs and 
sledges is made. All tools tor working, and 
weapons for the capture of seals and. walrus 
and bear, are formed of bone and the tusks of 
the walrus. 

“There is no outdoor occupation or amuse- 
ment for the women. Occasionally aman will 
take his mother or wife out in a sledge for an 
airing; and if alittle one goes, too, it is car- 
ried inside the large fur hood of the woman's 
Coat, and dangles down her back. 

“There isnv mode of government, as we 
nuderstand it, in these cumimunities ; no laws; 
no written language; no one man holds a 


higher place than any other—the man who [| 


Owns the flint is perhaps the millionaire of 
the hamlet, but he shares his riches with 
the rest.

land. It is eagerly listened for and joyously 
reported as soon as heard, for it denotes the 
advent of the only euentful season of their 
quiet lives. 

“From hut to hut goes the inquiry, ‘Have 
you heard the ice breaking up?’ and when the 
giad news is confirmed and the good tidings 
spread throughout the settlement, the men and 
youths assewble and prepare for the hunt; 
and the women feel glad that there will soon 
be fresh food to put into the hungry mouths of 
their cold little ones. 

“The polar bears are an easy prey, for their 
hunger, too, drives them to the shore to contest 
with the men in the search for food. The 
whale, walrus and seal are the most difficult to 
obtain and the most valuable, for here are oil 
and blubber as well as flesh and fur. 

‘To the fortunate man who first puts his 
spear into the anima! killed, belongs the skin ; 
but of the rest of the creature eactt man re- 
ceives an equal share for himself and family. 

“Although thereisno recognized religion 
among this peculiar people, they have some 
idea of worship fand a vague belief in an al- 
mighty power for good, as well as a fear and 
terror 0% a great bad spirit. 

“The bad spirit, they believe, dwells ina 
climate much colder and more wretched than 
their own ; while tothe good spirit they attribute 
an abode of warmth and comfort, whose 
dwelling place is in the region of the beautiful 
and brilliant aurora borealis: and in such awe 
do they hold that rosy, palpitant splendor, 
when it bursts upon their visien, that they deem 
it daring to boldly face the dazzling light, and 
therefore they reverently. bow their heads. 

“Notwithstanding she is rejoiced to be away 
from so desolate a country as her native Jand, 
she speaks affectionately of her home, and of 
the people in that isolated spot. She says, 
with a certain pride: 

‘My people, in spite of theirignorance and 
misery, are an honest, contented, happy race; 
they are good to one another; they never 
steal,and they never lie; and,’ she adds, a 
littie severely: ‘I find that when one becomes 
civilized and educated, it is not so uncommon 
athing totell lies—what you can call “little 
white lies’; but it yet seems wrong to be—a 
heathen born!’ 

‘To those who ask, ‘Can nothing be done to 
lassen the sufferings of your people?’ she re- 
ties, ‘Nothing, absolutely. To go t» them is 
almost impossible ;and the cold would kill you 
even if you were successful in reaching them. 
Then, there is no language by which you 
could make them cceemenneiak what you 
would do. The language of the coast of East 
Greenland is unlike any other Eskimo lan- 
guaege—all Arctic explorers will tell you that. 
My poor people would have no conception of 
what you meant were you to tell them what 
they missin life, They are fast decreasing in 
numbers. They are dying out. They will 
not suffer much longer. To come to you? Ah, 
that, too would kill them, as it killed all of 
my family but myself. No; your people are 
kind and generous, but there is nothing to be 
done. My people are dying from the face of 
the earth.’

‘‘Custer’s Last Battle’ in Harper’s Magazine.

A Plea Against Anenymous Journalism. 

Mr. W..D.. Howells. has started a crusade 
against anonymous journalisin, and. he even 
wants to abolish the time-honored editorial. 

His reasons are given in the following ex- 
tract from his August installment in Harper’s 
Magazine: 

“It will be long before criticism ceases to 
imagine itself a controlling force, to give itself 
airs of sovereignty and toissue decrees As it 
exits, it is mostly a mischief,though not. the 
greatest mischief; but it may be greatly ameli- 
orated in character and softened in manner 
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cold becomes a little less severe, & 


signed by the writer, who should 
ally responsible for his words. Ina 
try where no oné can suffer for his 


print still bears too graat authority. If each 
piece of it were signed by the author, its false 
advantage would be dissipated. 

‘We believe that journalists generally have 
far more conscience in dealing with events than 
they are credited with; but we are afraid that 
they haye also less. This was some time @ 
paradox, but the situation it suggests would 
pass with the temptations and privileges 
hedging in the man who shoots from the dark 
ata maninthe light. There ought not to be 
any such thing as journalistic authority which 
can continue in equal force through all the 
changes of personnel in the journalistic man- 
agement, and can be handed on from a just 
and upright man to a mean and. cruel 
and vindictive man, and still carry to the 
reader the weight of a great journal’s 
name. If every interview were signed so 
that the public might understand that it was 
relying upon the accuracy and honesty of this 
or that reporter, and not upon the good faith 
of the journal whose management can have 
no means of verifying the interview, the in- 
terviewer|would ceaseltolrepresent anything but 
himself, and if he were held directly and per- 
sonally responsible, it would be much to the 
health of his own soul, and the advantage of 
the public. Asitis, he is supposed to repre- 
sent the journal which employs him, and the 
management is from time to time obliged to 
endorse him or disclaim him. He is called, in 
his own language, the Timei representative, or 
the Sun representative, or thé World represen- 
tative; but asa matter of fact he represents 
nothing but himself. He cam represent noth- 
ing else; and no writer of leading articles in 
any journal can represent anything more. 
Journalistic entity is a balefal fiction, a mask 
which ought to be torn from the features of 
the Browns, Joneses and Robinsons, .who 
usnally wear it. Nodanger would attend these 
champions of the common good in a free'state, 
if their visors were lifted beyond what attends 
each of us in our every day affairs, which we 
conduct in person with a due regard to law 
and the decencies of society. Thesg forbid us 
to injure others, or to affront them by insolent 
or arrogant behavior, such as we witness every 
day in anonymous journalism.”’ 


The Newspaper of the.Futare. 


‘‘The newspaper of the future will rid itself 
of the smartness and flippancy with which the 
newspaper of the present is. too often disfig- 
ured. Its writers will be. selected. for their 
learning, careful literary training, and fair- 
ness of judgment. Verbosity if one of the 
most dreaded terrors of the average newspaper 
reader. He is likely to think that an erudite 
thoroughly informed writer must needs be 
dull and prosy. Let us admit that we cannot 
possibly endure long, dull, editorial articles, 
and that we will not have a colorless, dry 
statement of facts iu the news columns of the 
journal of our choice. But is it asking too 
much of human nature—newspaper human 
nature—that the paper shall be crisp 
and bright without malice,  learn- 
ed and intelligent without dull- 
ness? No sensible person expects that polit- 
ical parties are to be disbanded er hooted out 
of existence. The parties and the newspapers 
will remain for many a century to come. But 
men Will learn that it pays to be fair and 
honest in politics as in diplomacy, and in 
many another field of human activity in which 
lying was once thought to be part of the best 
equipment. Then readers, tired of the fruit- 
less hunt for truth and fairness in the columns 
of the political newspaper, will be gratitied 
with an answer to their demand for a change 
to something better. 

“It may seem like a Utopian theory ofa 
newspaper that is here hinted at; but it should: 
be borne in mind that this is an age of experi- 
ment. 
matter for surprise that we have gone on so 
long in the bad old way, or rather, in the old 
way continually growing worse. When the 
newspaper of the future comes—clean, bright, 
honest, impartial, accurate, painstaking, and 
absolutely just. (allowing for the frailties of 
poor human nature)—we shall doubtless be 
crade methods, conscienceless habits, and 
reckless haste of the journalism of today. 

“Tt isinevitable that the ideal newspaper 
will be more costly than the newspaper of the 
present; for with all their boastfulness of 
princely expenditure and magnificent enter- 
prise. publishers and editors are not willing, 
apparently, .o pay for the verification of the 
matter they print. They. are too much afraid 
of their ‘enterprising’ competitors to. risk 
being beaten in the race for news. When 
raw and untrained men on the reportorial 
staff of a daily newspaper shall give place to 
those whose mental discipline and ripe judg- 
ment shall fit them for their station, it must 
be admitted that the maintenance of, a staff of 
such writers will dismay some of the publish- 
ers of daily newspapers who now think very 
highly of themselves for their muniticent 
management. -But, unless all signs fail, the 
newspaper press, now steadily discrediting 
itself with the world of readers, will even- 
tually be compelled to learn’ that it has for- 
gotten its calling and has ceased to be a news- 
paper.”’

official statement of the position Mr. Baxter 

will ta’e in the coming campaign. 

_Asked as to whether he opposed the force 
bill, Mr. Baxter said: *‘I have so stated fre- 

uently, and especially during the past few 

ays. 

“Have you any objections to stating the 
grounds of your position.” 

‘After reading the billas it was originally 
introduced in the house, I thought there were 
provisions in it that were impolitic, and in 
many places would not be enforced, and could 
be used by designing politicians to arouse 
party prejudice, with a view of preventing 
the people from acalm aud impassionate in- 
vestigation of the real and economic issues in 
which they should be interested. I think 
the resolution endorsing the Lodge bill was 
impolitic, for the reason that a great 
prejudice exists already against the bill as it was 
originally introduced, and we do not know it will 
be enforced if it should become a law, and I did 
not want anything thrown in to inflame the prb- 
lic mind, and attract attention away from the 
real and vital issues.” 

“Do you regard the resolution asa partof the 
platform?” 

“I certainly do not. It was submitted to the 
committee on platform, and although urged vig- 
vigorously as a plank, was rejected. After the 
platform was adopted, this resolution was intro- 


‘duced bya delegate, and passed by a bare ma- 


jority. My views are expressed in the platform, 
and on that platform I expect to make the race.”’

“How, is it, Mr. Bliley, that you can arrest 
decay in a human body, and preserve it natu- 
ral and lifelike?” asked a reporter who 
chanced to be present.

Let us vindicate the truth ,of history, 
whether it was John Marshall or Harry Lee 
who first used the phrase, ‘‘Firstin war, first 
in peace,” etc., is of too much importance to 
be left in doubt. I made a mistake in a for- 


mer letter in ascribing it to Richard Henry 


Lee, but corrected it in my next at the in- 
stance of Judge Clark. But now comes Mr, 
Morrisett, of Newberne, Ala., before the pub- 
lic and says it was neither of the Lees, but 
that John Marshall was the author. He says 
that many learned men have fallen into the 
saine error, and cites Dr. William Jones, who 
wrote ‘Personal Recollections of Robert E. 
Lee,’’ as one of the learned, but mistaken 


men. 

To prove his assertion that it was John 
Marshall, he refers us to ‘“‘Irving’s Life of 
Washington,” which contains the speech of 
Marshall in.the house of representatives on 
the death of Washington a@nd the resolutions 
that wére adopted, and he asks me’ to rise 
again and mate another correction. . 

I cannot do so yet. It is a matter we will 
not hurry over. It is, indeed, strange if all 
the Lees and their biographers should have 
lived so long under such a delirium. The 
standard school histories and readers have got 
it down the same way. Can it be possible 
that Irving, who is most excellent 
authority, should have ascribed it to 


Marshall, and nobody but Mr. Morrisett 
discovered it. 

Let us investigate. 

1 have before me Bartlett’s dictionary of 
quotations in which he gives the authorship to 
Harry Lee and saysina note. The resolutions 
that he drew up had the words ‘‘fellow-citi- 
zens,’’ but when he afterwards delivered the 
eulogy on Washington he changed from fellow 
citizens it to“‘countrymen.” ‘‘See}] Marshall’s 
life of Washington.”’ 

Well, of course, if John Marshall himself 
gave the credit to Lee that settles it beyond 
dispute. But possibly Bartlett may be mis- 
taken. I have also Appleton’s last great work 
on American Biography (1889) and find that 
Robert C. Winthrop LL.D. and ex-United 
States senator,;wrote the biography of Wash- 
ington. It is an admirable: history and most 
careful in all its details and recitals of facts. 
In the sixth ~volume and page 381 we read as 
follows: 

Congress was in session at Philadelphia, and the 
startling news of Washington's death reached there 
on the day of his funera!. The next morning John 
Marshall announced the death in the house of rep- 
resentatives in ashort but admirable tribute to 
bis illustrious friend, and concluded with resolu- 
tions prepared by General Lee which con- 
tained the grand words that have ever since 
been associated with Washington “First in war, 
first in peace and first in the hearts of his fellow- 
citizens.”” On the 26th of December General Lee 
pronounced a eulogy by order of both houses of 


congress, in which he changed the last words of { ; 


his own famous phrase from fellow-citizens to 
countrymen. 

So it would seem that Marshall offered the 
resolutions that Lee had prepared. Marshall’s 
speech did not contain the phrase, but the 
resolutions did. Irving does not say to the 
contrary. He gives Marshall’s speech in full, 
and his concluding sentence was: ‘I hold in 
my hand resolutions prepared for this occa- 
sion,’’ ete., but Irving does not say that Mar- 
Shall prepared them. 

At all events, the weight of evidence is in 
favor of Lee, and I will not rise to correct, at 
present. I believe that John Marshall could 
have said it, and said it first, if he had thought 
about it; but no doubt they divided the 
work—Marshall to make the speech and Lee 
to prepare the resolutions—for they were in- 
timate friends. Now, I hope that the young 
readers of THe ConsTItTuTION will stand on 
this verification until the contrary is clearly 
established. Honor to whom honor is 
due. It is a real comfort to find so 
many inquiring minds among the south- 
ern people. When I made my _ mis- 
take ad gave the phrase to Richard 
Henry Lee it waked up the scholars from Vir- 
ginia to Texas, and I have to answera score 
of letters and acknowledge my error. I 
thought for a tiine that Judge Clark was 
about the only one who would write, -but I 
was pleased to receive many others and to an- 
swerthem.

THE BUSINESS REPORT. 


Dun & Co.’s Report of Business During 


the Past Week. 


New YorkK, August 1.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s trade 
review says: Heavy exports of gold (84,009,000) 
have been engaged for Saturday, and advances of 
the’Bank of England rate from 4 to Sper cent have 
altered the monetary outlook for the present. A 
new supply of silver notes is the chief reliance at 
present to compensate for the out-goes of gold. 
Offers and action of the treasury upon them will 
be awaited with interest. On account of the 
South American disturbances the demand for gold 
is likely to continue, and the state of the foreign 
trade is nottuch at present asto promise an 
early arrest of the movement. Merchandise im- 
ports are very heavy for four weeks at New York, 
having exceeded last year’s b 23. —soper 
cent of $8,800,000, and yet the antes imports 
last year were about $71,800,000. But exports 
from New York for four weeks have been $2,220,- 
000 less than last year; or nearly 9 per cent, 
and the months exports last year from all ports 
were but $52,258,219. These facts indicate a very 
heavy excess of imports for oon: Cotton exports 
for July have been about 18,000 bales less than last 
year, and exports of wheat and 
flour, which have of late been 
checked by the high prices for the month, show a 
gain. The prices of, commodities tend to steady 
up, with the expectation of abundant money, and 
have risen half of 1 per cent during the week, 
and this movement, if prolonged, will tend to 
cause shipments of gold instead of products. 

Accounts of trade are almost uniformly satis- 
factory, but in parts of the west there is much 
apprehension, and already some depression in 
business, because of injury to the crops by 
drought and heat. 

The iron business appears rather more con- 
fident, though no change can be observed in 
prices. Butthere is, at present, no pressure of 
weak holders to sell, and the demand for manu- 
factured products is clearly improving. The de- 
mand for bar iron is now ver satisfactory, for 
plate active, and for structural iron and wrought 
pipe unusually heavy, while sheet mills are 
crowded, Oruers for rails are limited, and the 
situation as to Bessemer pig is strained, but there 
Ss a wonderful deman for iron products 
generally, and the usual closing of some 
works for repairs, and others because 
of the refusalto sign the new scale of wages, 
makes the market steady in spite of the large out- 
put.

DEMOCRATIC LEAGUE, 


President Harvey Johnson Talks About the 


Future of the League—Some Good 
Ideas—The Executive Committee. 


The Young Men’s Democratic League has 
been fully awakened to the work before it, 
and the indications are that it will move off 
under better conditions and with more unity 
of aim than ever yet before. 

The warm meeting Friday night has served 
a good purposein excitinga livlier interest 
among the members for the great objects in 
view. 

President Harvey Johnson has already con- 
ceived great ideas for the league, and intends 
to exert himself to secure their speedy and 
successful operation. 

He talks interestingly about the future of 
the league, and it is encouraging to note 
the general enthusiasm that is manifested 
so widely throughout the city for the work 


that is to be done. 
A FIRMER ORGANIZATION, 

“Tt shall be my effort,” said President 
Johnson, yesterday, while talking about the 
league, ‘‘to have a more perfect and a more 
substantial organization. 

“T have talked with several prominent mem- 
bers of the league and they all seem to think 
this should be done. I have always felta 

reat interest in the welfare of the league, 
pon been one of the men who attended the 
first meeting about nine years age. 

“T think that the league should have a regu- 
lar roll of members, and to do this I would ad- 
vocate asmall initiation fee of, say 25 or 50 
cents, upon the payment of which the secre- 
tary should enrol the name of the member. 
Such a small amount, of course, places a mem- 
bership within the easy reach of every young 
democrat in the city. We can then know who 
are our members in reality,and I have no 
doubt but thata thousand names could be 
easily secured. Such a step would secure a 
more perfect organization of the young demo- 
crats of the city and put them in a position to 
do more good when they enter a campaign or 
undertake in any way to advance the interests 
of democracy.” 

AN EARLY MEETING. 

‘When will the next meeting take place ?’’ 
was asked. 

‘I should suggest a meeting of the league at 
a very early date, at which time plans can 
suggested by those who are now ae of 
the matter, and proper steps be taken to have 
a thorough, compact, sold, enthusiastic demo- 
cratic orginization.

LAWS INTO EFFECT. 


The Kimball House and Other Large 
Buildings Have Put Them in, and 
Others Will Follow.

Fire escapes! 

Three years ago there was not a fire escape 
on any building in the city of Atlanta. 

Six months ago, even after the city had out- 
grown itself, there was hardlya decent at- 
tempt at a fire escape in the city. 

But Cap Joyner, the vigilant chief of the 
fire department, has been at work fora long 
while trying to introduce a system of fire es- 
capes on the large buildings in the city, and on 
those that are every day being constructed 

He paid a visit to Boston, New York, and 
other cities during March, 1889, for the pur- 
pose of inspecting the different systems of 
fire escape, and made himself familiar with 
all the most recent inventions in that line, so 
that he would be able to pass upon a building 
and judge as to whether it were properly 
equipped or not. 

The city not having proper authority in the 
matter, he went before the council and suc- 
ceeded in having them petition the legislature 
to amend certain sections of the charter 6f the 
city, so that the council might be enabled to 
ae proper restrictions upon contractors and 

uilders, requiring them to construct fire 
escapes on all buildings where there is a neces- 
sity for such escapes. 
THE COUNCIL ACTS. 

In pursuance of this amendment the city 
council, on May 7, 1890, passed an ordinance 
requiring that all owners of buildings, three or 
more stories in height, used as a factory, work- 
shop, lodgeroom, hotel, boarding house, public 
hall, or sleeping place, or apartment, shall 
place thereon a suitable and substantial fire 
escape, of such character and material as may 
be required by the mayor’ and general 
council, The character and material of 
such escape shall have reference to the loca- 
tion and surroundings of each building. And, 
also, whether such escape shall be located on 
the front, rear or side of any building, inside 
or outside, and as to whether the portion of 
any building on which fire escapes are placed, 
front on the public street, alley or otherwise. 

All fire escapes, however, shall be of suffi- 
cient strength and occupyjsuch position on, and 
be connected by such platform or landing, or 
otherwise, as to be safe and practicable for use 
in cases of necessity. 

The chief of the fire department and build- 
ing inspectors are to examine these esca or 
will consult with the property owners , we al 
they are put up, as it will require their ap- 
proval before they can be passed upon. 

THE LIMIT OF TIME. 

All buildingo, as described in that section, 
must be equipped with proper fire escapes, 
approved by the chief of the _ fire 
department and building inspectors, 
by October ist, and those failin 
to comply with the requirements o 
this ordinance will be subject to a heavy pen- 


alty, 

The fine is fixed at $100 and costs, with 
thirty days’ imprisonment, either one or both, 
and the tenants are subject to the same 
penalty for each month thereafter, until the 
proper escapes are put on the buildings. 

This is about the gist of the ordi- 
nance, and it will be strictly enforced. 

A MEASURE OF PROTECTION. 

Thisis a work of true benevolence. 

Being familiar with the condition of mg 
in the city, Chief Joyner frequently came in 
contact with tall buildings where women, 
girls and children were at work, away up in 
the topmost stories of the tallest buildings in 
the city, and unprovided with any possible 
means of escape in case of fire. He saw the 
danger, and set about applying a remedy. 

This mine pene him, more than 
anything else in pushing the work to its suc- 
cessful conipletion. 

Since the passage of this ordinance the big 
CONSTITUTION building, one of the talle¢st in 
the city, heretofore unprovided with an 
means of escape except the stairways an 
elevator, has been fitted up with ample fire 
escapes of the most modern design. 

The Kimball house has four; two large 
balcony escapes on Decatur and Wall streets, 
and two in the rear at the end of the hall. 

Block’s big building on the corner of Pryor 
and Alabama streets is{being provided with 
them, as is also the Dodd bui ding, in which is 
included the Metropolitan hotel. 

Hirsch Bros. closed the contract yesterday 
for two first-class escapes to be put on, their 
new building on Whitehall street. 

Chamberlin & Johnson will have the hand- 
somest as well as the most substantial escapes 

laced on their building corner Hunter and 
Wy itehall streets. 

ajor M, C. Kiser has instructed the archi- 
tects to include fire escapes on the magnifi- 
cent building which is being reared on the 
corner of Hunter and Pryor. 

Quite a number of others have done the 
same thing, and it is very important that all 
property owners who have, or who contem- 

late erecting buildings of the class included 
in the ordinance should take warning and 
come in on time so as to comply with the pro- 
visions of the law.

HE PASSES AWAY AT HIS HOME 
YESTERDAY, 


A Citizen of Atlanta Who Has Done Much 
to Build It Up—The Brightest Mason 
in Georgia. 


Captain Calvin Fay is dead. 

He died last night at his residenceon Hunter, 
and will be laid at restin Oakland cemetery 
this afternoon at 5 o’clock. 

Captain Fay’s death will be sad news to his 
many Atlanta friends, and a great shock to 
the Masons throughout the south. 

For more than two years his health has been 
failing, but even those who knew him best 
had no idea that he was so near the 
end of his career. About ten years 
ago, Captain Fay had a severe stroke of 
paralysis, but his remarkably fine constitution 
pulled him through and he was soon upon the 
streets again greeting his friends in that pleas- 
ant, affable manner peculiar to himself 

A year later the captain had a second stroke 
of paralysis and again came out all right. 

A week ortwo agohe was taken ill and 
found it necessary to submit to a surgical oper- 
ation—one quite painful. The operation was 
successfully performed, but Captain Fay’s 
physical condition was bad, and last night the 
end came. 

Than Captain Fay Atlanta had no more 
loyal citizen, Georgia no truer 
son. He was born in New York 
state in 1818, and when quite young came to 
the south. Thirty years ago he came to At- 
lanta and was one of the first, if not the very 
first, architects in the city. 

When the war began Captain Fay espoused 
the cause of the south, andin the artillery 
fought until the strife was ended, making one 
of the bravest and most devoted defenders the 
southern states had. 

After the war he came back to At- 
lanta, returning to his profession. He was 
a fine successful architect, and many of At- 
lanta’s finest buildings today are monuments 
to his skill. Moore, Marsh & Co’s. wholesale 
house, Mr. Richard Peter’s residence, Mr. In- 
man’s residence on Peters street, and the 
Cooper mansion on Ponce de Leon circle are 
among the handsome buildings he designed 
and saw erected. 

Captain Fay was for years a member

In Masonry Captain Fay stood prominent 
over all Georgia Masons. He was the only 
thirty-third degree member in the state, and 
was the highest in the south. His writin

slaine’s recent act of independence has 
caused many republican senators, who have 
heretofore played second fiddle to the leaders, 
to fee] rather independent themselves, as was 
demonstrated by Senator Plumb's attack upon 
the tariff bill yesterday. That attack has in- 
spired others, and a dozen republican senators 
were today speaking out in private, among 
their colleagues, both against the adop- 
tion of the gag rules and the 
passage of the force bill. They argue that it 
would never do to cast aside senatorial dig- 
nity, courtesy and precedent for a force meas- 
ure which, at least one-third of the republican 
party believes to be unwise, unfair and above 
all, bad politics. Again they argue that it 
would estrange the two sections—north and 
south—and work financial injury, and perhaps 
ruin to the business interests of the north, in 
which are included many manufacturing estab- 
lishments and business houses that have 
contributed liberally to republican cam- 
vaign funds. They argued that the 
south was aroused to the = situation; 
that the leading journal of the south—THE 
CoNSTITUTION—was advocating home manu- 
factures and home production of everything 
consumed. Labor and raw material were, 
perhaps, cheaper in the south, and almost 
everything could be manufactured there 
cheaper than in the north. 

THE DANGER AHEAD. 

The passage of this bill, they believe, would 
cause the people of the south to combine to 
piace their money in manufacturing enter- 
prises, and build up a business of production 
that would cripple thousands upon thousands 
ef northern manufacturers, which are now 
prospering and flourishing on southern busi- 
ness. 

Such arguments as the above were vig- 
orously pushed today by prominent 
senators, such as Plumb, Aldrich, Allison, 
Hiscock and Teller. They were effective, too, 
upon many of the conservative element, and 
there has been a perceptable waver, but the 
rabbid patisan, south-hating gang of political 
scoundrels that disgrace the states they mis- 
represent in the senate, willhear to no argu- 
ment. Their hard heads, to use a common ex- 
pression, are set, and come what may, they are 
determined the force bill shall pass, and that 
the senate rules, which have stood in- 
tact, without change or revision 


* for fifty years, shall be shaped into partisan 


gag rules by which the minority can be totally 
suppressed and silenced, and the force bill 
hurled upon the people of the country. 

THE RADICAL GANG AROUSED. 

Harrison, Tom Reed and the Quay-Dudley- 
Clarkson firm are with them, and this precious 
gang mustand will, they say, conquer the 
deserters and force them into line. However, 
the perceptible waver of today annoyed the 
partisan gang no little. Indeed, they became 
frightened, and burley Tom Reed was called 
upon to help quell the mutiny.

How- 
ever, when Harrison gets back, and after 
heing prompted by Reed, calls the deserters 
to the white house and delivers to them a lect- 
ure, it isfeared the wavering element will 
trot humbly back into line, consent toa change 
of the rules and vote solidly for the damnable 
force and fraud bill. 

THE WAVERING FRONT. 

But today the waveris decéded and deserters 
many, else the Blair resolution would have 
been passed. Within the next week the full 
programme will be mappedout. In the mean- 
time, Harrison, Reed, Sherman, Quay, Hoar, 
Billy Chandler, Spooner and others will apply 
the party lash vigorously, and will whip the 
fight against the deserters, unless the people 
of the north and west rise up en masse to pro- 
test. 

MR. TURNER CONGRATULATED. 

Mr. Turner has been overwhelmed with 
congratulations upon his renomination to con- 
gress. At one time it was feared that he was 
to be sacrificed, but now that he is returned, 
the entire democratic side of the house is 
showering upem him congratulations. The 
news from Georgia in the papers today has 
caused all hope to be abandoned for the other 
members from Georgia, and itis put down 
here now that Crisp and-Turner are the only 
Georgians to come back. That Mr. Blount is 
to walk the plank seems to be the general 
impression here. Indeed, a prominent 
Maconite in the city today, who isa close 
friend of Mr. Blount’s, expressed the fear that 
Bibb county would go against Mr. Blount by 
asmall majority. With the defeat of Mr. 
Blount Colonel Lester seems to be the only 
other present Georgian membernow on the 
alliance gridiron, who has even a fighting 
chance.

BLAIR’S PREVIOUS QUESTION. 


fhe Resolution Referred to the Committee 
on Rules Without Debate. 

WASHINGTON, August 2.—The senate met 
at10a.m. Acall of the roll showed forty- 
nine senators (six more than a quorum) 
present. Petitions were presented from Ohio, 
favoring an increase of duty on barley; from 
Alabama, protesting against the passage of 
the federal election bill, and from the Wage 
Workers Political AHNiance, Washington, D. 


_&., asking .when bills are introduced by 


senators at the request of any association, the 
fact shall appear in the print of the bills. 

Mr. Morrill was granted unlimited leave of 
absence on account of the condition of his 
health. 

The credentials of Edward D. White as senator 
from the state of Louisiana for the fall term, 
beginning the 4th of March, 1891 (to succeed 
eb Eustis), were presented and laid on the 
table. 

Senate bills authorizing the construction of 
a bridge across the Chattahoochee and Oconee 
rivers, Georgia, were reported and placed on 
the calendar. 

The resolution offered yesterday by Mr. 
Blair, instructing the committee on rules to 
report within four days a rule for the incorpo- 
ration of the previous question or of some 
method for limiting and closing debate in par- 
liamentary procedure of the senate, was taken 
up. Mr. Blair said senators had spoken to 
him indicating their desire to be heard before 
action should be taken. 

He should, therefore, not press the resolution 
this morning. But he desired to say that he 
had offered the resolution, not with special ref- 
erence to any pending bill, but with the feel- 
ing that there was a necessity for the | 
change. The period had arrived, he t, 
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e senate must have some way b; 

the larger numbet of important public meas- 
ures could be decided. The difficulty hitherto 
had been in the other house of congress, but 
that difficulty had been (as all senators knew) 
relieved, to some nt, sothat @ decision was 
obtained there’ m proniptly ‘than formerly. 
The senate, whith had been hitherto a more ex- 
peditious body in the transaction of business was 
now liable to be, and-in fact was, far behind. 
Hie meant far behind in its capacity to reach 
and decide whatever. measures the majority 
was disposed to pass. As it now was, the 
whole business the country was at the 
mercy of one or two individuals who might 
be opposed to measures. ‘The majority was 
practically under control of the minority, 
and so now, withoat reference to any partic- 
ular measure now pending, or that might be 
pending, he thought that the subject matter 
of his resolution should receive the early and 
earnest consideration of the senate, 

Mr. Morgan reminded Mr. Blair of the long 
time (six or seven weéks) consumed in the 
consideration of the educational bill, and said 
that that time had not been wasted, as the re- 
sult of the discussion of that bill had been its 
defeat ; -~ as he hoped the debate on the 
tariff bill would resultin the defeat of That 
measure. 

The resolution was, on motion of Mr. 
Aldrich, referred to the committee on rules. 

The tariff bill was then taken up, the ques- 
tion being on Mr. Vest’s amendment to reduce 
the duty on decorated china to 50 per cent ad 
valorem, and on plain white, undecorated 
china to 40 per cent, instead of 60 and 55 per 
cent in the house bill, and of 35 and 50, as pro- 
posed by the finance committee. 

After a coHoqual discussion of the chinaware 
paragraph, Mr. George took the floor and made 
a long speech on the general subject of tariff, 
contending that protection had nothing to do 
with wages, but that they were governed by 
various surrounding circumstances. Referring 
to the statement heretofore made by Mr. Tel- 
ler, that half the wealth of the country was 
owned by 100,000 persons, he said that if the 
system of arentalism, which assumed 
regulation ry the government of 
the business, lives and fortunes of men 
was continued, as the pending bill proposed to 
continue it, a sentiment would be produced 
which would not ba, he feared, helpiul to the 
country. If men said that they were robbed 
or pillaged or taxed for the benefit of otliers, 
while they themselves were kept in poverty, 
they would inquire why the same govern- 
mental agencies that rohbed them of their 
daily toil for the benefit of the over-rich, 
should not be employed to take from the 
spoiler that which he had unjustly got. He 
did not wish to see that day come. 

Mr. Hawley ridiculed the solemnity with 
which Mr. George had intimated that the peo- 
ple at the north were living over a volcano, 
and said thatif he would make such a spegch 
in New England, he would be considered as 
supplementing a negro minstrel company for 
the amusement of his hearers. 

Mr. Jones, of Arkansas, brought the dis- 
cussion back to chinaware and read from this 
morning’s papers a dispatch from Findlay, 
Ohio, as to the purchase by an English syndi- 
date of the various glass works in Findlay, 
Bellair, Columbus, Fostoria and other towns, 
and he said that the effect of tariff legislation 
was to encourage such trusts and syndicates. 

Mr. Reagan, in discussing the general ques- 
tion of protection, spoke of the organization 
of the Farmers’ Alliance and workingmen’s 
associations that were protecting against class 
legislation and plundering laws. He warned 
the senators that such a movement was not to 
be ignored. 

A conference was ordered on the sundry 
civil appropriation bill, and Messrs. Allison, 
Hale and Gorman were appointed conferees 
on the part of the senate. 

At 5 o’clock, Mr. Aldrich (intending to move 
an adjournment) proposed that a vote on the 
pending question be taken on Monday without 
further discussion. 

‘Take a vote now. We are ready; we are 
always ready to vote as soon as the discussion 
is over,’’ were responses from several senators 
on the democratic side. 

Mr. Aldrich did not think there was a quo- 
rum present; but he was willing to try. 

A vote was taken on Mr. Vest’s amendments 
and the result was—yeas 17; nays, 20. No 
quorum. Messrs. Paddock and Plumb voted, 
aye with the democrats. 

The senate, then, on motion of Mr. Aldrich, 
at 5:15 o’clock, adjourned till 10 o’clock Mon- 
day morning.

Also Letters of Regret from Ex-President 
Cleveland and Senator Brice—Strong 
Speeches Made. 


CoLumnvs, O., August 2.—A meeting of 
the Thurman club, to protest against the fed- 
eral election bill, was held at the east front of 
the capitol this evening. There were 
about 1,500 people present. It was expected 
that Judge Thurman would preside and make 
a brief speech, but when the committee called 
to escort him to the meeting, he presented 
them with u letter to be read, which 
contained his regrets and the information 
that sickness alone prevented him from ful- 
filling his promise. He spoke briefly, de- 
nunciatory of the bill and its provisions, and 
hoped to be able to say something more at 
length at another time, though he expressed 
the opinion that the measure would not pass 
the senate, or at least he was hopeful it would 
not.  . 

A letter of regret was read from ex-President 
Cleveland, in which he expressed a des‘re to be 
enrolled among those who protest against the 
yassage of the bill, and expressed the wish that 
ndications were not so numerous that the 
Stage of congressional recklessness had been 
reached in which the protests of the people 
have little weight. 

Senator Elect Brice sent a letter in which he 
expressed ee with the object of the 
meeting, and regarded the proposed law as re- 
pugnant to democraticideas and full of danger 
to the republic. 

The tirst speech of the evening was made by 
ex-Congressinan Converse, in which he con- 
sidered the canstitutionality of the measure, 
and denounced it as a scheme for the perpetu- 
ation of the party in power. 

A long address was delivered by A. E. Lee, 
ex-consul at Frankfort, under President 
Hayes, in which he endeavored to give the 
causes which led up to the proposal of the fed- 
eral election bill. is remarks were princi- 
pally in opposition to the McKinley bill. 

Governor Campbell was not reached in the 
list of speakers until a late hour and did not 
talk at length. He devoted his time to an 
explanation of the provisions of the bill and 
the possible results of its enforcements. 

M.D. Harter, of Mansfield, nominee for 
congress, addressed the meeting briefly, ‘and 
resolutions of protest were presented by Mr. 
Allen W. Thurman, and adopted. The reso- 
lutions were in sympathy with the general 
tenor of the addresses. | 
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THE WEATHER AND THE CROPS. 


Bulletin for the Past Week—Statsu of the 
Corn and Cotton Crops. 

WASHINGTON, August 2.—The week ending 
August 2d has been decidedly warm throughout 
the northern states and territories, the most 
marked excesses in temperature occurring in New 
England, and from Texas northward to Dakota, 
where the daily temperature ranged from six de- 
grees to eight degrees above normal. It was cool 
on the Gulf and Pacific coasts, and slightly below 
normal generally in the southern states. An ex- 
cess of rainfall occurred during the week along 
the Atlantic and east Gulf coasts, including the 
greater portion of New England, the middle and 
south Atlantic states, and portions of the 
east Guif states. Precipitation was greater 
in the Carolinas} where it ranged from two to six 
inches. Heavy rains also occurred in eastern and 
southern Georgia, southern Alabama and central 
Misisssippi. The week was very dry in the central 
Mississippi valley, and from Texas northward to 
Dakota, where in connection witha very high tem- 
erature and hot southerly winds, growing crops 
1ave doubtless been injuriously affected. The 
drought continues in Illineis and in portions of 
Missouri and Indiana, but at the close of the week 
generous showers occurred in the upper Ohio 
valley and the interior of the middle Atlantic 
states. 

The weather during the past week has been un- 
favorable for growing crops generally through- 
out the entire corn belt, extending from 
Ohio and Michigan westward to Kansas 
and Nebraska and continued — ht, in eonnec- 
tion with hot, dry winds west of ! Fississippi, has 

vermanently injured the corn crop, especially in 
cansas, Nebraska add Missouri, and lowered the 
prospects of this crop in the states of the central 
valleys. In Minnesota and ‘they Dakotas the 
weather was favorable for harvesting, which is 
well advanced, but hot, dry winds were unfavora- 
ble for wheat. The week closes with showers and 
cooler weather in this section, conditions which 
will prove tavorable for the wheat crop in the 
northern portions. 

All crops need rain in Kentucky, Tennessee and 
Arkansas, although the cotton crop continues in 
good condition in these states. 

Reports from the south Atiantic and Oulf states 
indicate that the weather during the past week 
has been generally favorable for cotton in eastern 
Louisiana, and thence eastward over South Caro- 
lina, although in some sections of Alabama and 
North Carolina cotton is shedding badly, and 
some slight.injury is reported from black rust. 
South Carolina reports all crops benefited and 
cotton unimproved by the rain. In rtions of 
Texas and Louisianathe crop is suffering from 
drought, and in the latter state cane and rice 
crops continue in excellent condition, 

From Virginia northward over western New 
York recent showers have improved crop condi- 
tions, but corn, tobacco and potatoes are in need 
of more rain. In New Jersey all crops were im- 
proved by the rains and warm weather, except the 

rape crop, which has been permanently injured 

The weather was very favorable for 
farm work in New York, where a large hay crop 
has been secured. The drought has been broken in 
New England, and all crops, especially corn, to- 
bacco and potatoes were very much improved.

AND PAYS A VISIT TO KING LEOPOLD. 


The Emperor Delighted with His Reception 
~The Emperor and King Indulge ina 
Half Hour’s Talk—Foreign News. 


Bern, August 2.—[Coepyright by the New 
York Associated Press.]|—Before starting for 
Ostend, on his way-'to England yesterday 


| noon, Emperor William héld a council on 


board the imperial .yacht Hohenzollern, which 
was attended by Chancellor von Caprivi and 
Ministers Miqueland Marschall. All three of 
the ministers were accompanied by Herr von 
Benningsen, who, having been telegraphed for 
toconfer with the emperor Thursday, returned 
to Berlin last evening. The Hohenzollern 
left Wilhemshaven at noon, preceded by the 
squadron of evolution, to convey the emperor 
to Ostend, to visit King Leopold, in response 
to the two visits he paid.to the court at Berlin. 

The political character of the meeting is un- 
doubted. No conference, witha ruling mon- 
arch, thatthe emperor has yet projected, has 
been more courteous. 

The progress of General Brialmont’s plans for 
a chain of frontier fortresses, and the relations 
of the Congo state and German East Africa will 
engage the attention of the monarchs. 

King Leopold, who is debarred from actual 
adhesion to the triple alliance, is as strongly 
biased thereto as the Belgian policy permits. 
He knows that if a disaster befell Germany in 
awar with France Belgium would have a 
small chance of being spared bythe French. 
The personal esteem of the monarchs added 
to the cordiality of the meeting. 

THE ARRIVAL. AT OSTEND. 

The Hohenzollern entered Ostend harbor at 
1:45 o’clock today. Immense crowds, includ- 
ing hosts of German and English visitors, 
lined the quay. King Leopold, accompanied 
by the count of Flanders, went on board the 
Hohenzollern, and effusive greetings were ex- 
changed between the king and Emperor 
William and Prince Henry. The two mon- 
archs then retired to the saloon of the yacht, 
where they remained in conversation for half 
an hour. Afterward the emperor went ashore, 
and after inspecting the guard of honor from 
the garrison, received the Belgian ministers 
and staff of the German legation. . 

After the reception the haiser and King 
Leopold drove in a carriage to the summer 
palace, followed by Prince Henry and the 
count of Flanders. The whole route was 
densely lined by spectators, and the cheering 
was incessant. 

THE EMPEROR DELIGHTED. 
* Emperor William has telegraphed here that 
he was delighted with his reception. Warn- 
ings had reached the Berlin police that the 
anarchists of Liege, who are affiliated with 
French socialists, meant to makea hostile 
demonstration, and if possible, to attack the 
person of the kaiser. This information caused 
extra precaution to be taken, and a force of 
German private police assisted the Belgian 
police. Nothing marred the enthusiasm of wel- 
come upon their arrival at the palace. Prime 
Minister Beernaert, Prince de Chimay, for- 
eign minister, and General Pontus, minister 
of war, had talked with the emperor. Ostend 
was overywereen fete. The Brussels choral so- 
cieties will give a concert in the Kursaal, and 
a band of guards will perform at the Casino. 
Tonight there will be a torchlight procession, 
comprising military bands from Ghent, Ant- 
werp, Namur and Brussels, and 1,800 soldiers 
bearing Japanese lanterns and other illumi- 
nated devices. Balls will be held, and there 
will be a universal frolic till early morning. 
The loca) authorities have arranged to havea 
numerous body of Brussels’ police to assist 
them. ‘The emperor’s visit to Ostend will ter- 
minate on Monday. The official expectation 
here will be quite at fault if the interview doe 
not result in‘ Belgium becoming a sleeping® 
partner in the triple alliance. : 

WHO WILL BE SELECTED? 

A family meeting will be held at Osborne to 
determine the question. whether Prince 
Waldemar, of Denmark, or Prince Oscar, of 
Sweden, shall be placed upon the Bulgarian 
throne. Emperor William continues to favor 
Prince Oscar as a better choice, on the 
ground of his personal qualities. 
The czar, hitherto opposed to hay- 
ing his brother-in-law ruler of Bulgaria, 
now assents. The Greek royalties strongly 
object to Waldemar. King George has writ- 
ten to friends in the Danish and English 
courts that the election of his brother to the 
Bulgarian throne would raise a feeling of 
jealousy among the Greeks, and would imperil 
the duke of Sparta’s succession ta, the throne 
of Greece. Diplomats who are watching this 
family imbroglio probably hit the mark in 
attributing the czar’s choice of Prince Walde- 
mar to a desire to keep the Balkan fermenting. 

Emperor William touches at Heligoland on 
the 10th inst., and is timed to reach Berlin on 
the 1ith. He will pass three days with his 
family before starting for Russia. 

THE POOR HEBREWS. 

Orders have been sent to frontier customs 
ports and to railways in Poland to watch for 
the threatened migration of Jews from Russia. 
The new Russian regulations, though not 
expressly aimed at the expulsion of the Jews, 
will tend to drive from the country vast bodies 
of artisans and the poorest farming Jews, who 
are largely settled in the frontier provinces. 
Leading Jewish firms in Berlin, Ham- 
burg and Frankfort have communi- 
cated with representative . Jews in 
London for the purpose of preparing telief for 
the distressed Hebrews. 

Letters from rabbis in Russia mention Sep- 
tember as the period for enforcing the regula- 
tions. The dread of wholesale transportation 
to Siberia, for failure to observe the edict, will 
impel the flight westward of many thousands 
of Jews. 

RUSSIAN OUTRAGES. 

Russian papers announce that transporta- 
tion to Siberia will shortly be abolished as 
judicial punishment. They omit to mention 
the fact that it will be maintained, as now, 
without judicial sentence. The latest 
notable instance of this kind is 
the case of the celebrated novelist, 
Glyeb Uspinsky. He was arrested at 
night, being taken from his bed, and was con- 
fined for a month in@ secluded prison. Any 
knowledge of his whereabouts was refused his 
friends fora long time. Finally they were 
told he had been sent to Charkoff, pendin 
the pleasure of the police. It is sup 
that his offense was writing a letter to the czar 
in support of the memorandum sent his 
majesty by Madame Tzebrikova. Uspinskys 
holds a high literary position in Russia, where 
he is as prominent as is Daudet in France, or 
Howells in America. This, however, availed 
him nothing, forhe was rated as a common 
criminal.

CELMAN’S MANIFESTO. 


He Does Not Feel Alarmed at the Situation. 

Loxpon, August 1.—A dispatch tothe Times 
from Buenos Ayres states that President Celman 
has issued a manifesto to the people of the Ar- 
gentine republic. After speaking of the demand 
for his resignation, whieh was made by leaders of 
the revolutionary movement, the president refers 
to the prosperity and liberty the country enjoys 
under his rule. He ignores the pravity and 
what his own journal terms “the 
horrors” of recent events in Buenos 
Ayers. - The manifesto describes the sele 
cause of the insurrection. to the insensate ambi- 
tion of the local party in Buenos Ayres, which, it 
says, wished to impose itself upon the entire re- 
public, while prosperity, peace and security was 
represented by the Celman government. Cel- 
man’s own party, the dispatch says, is aghast at 
the president’s callousnessand his ineomprehen- 
sible and vain ignorance of the real gravity of the 
situation. The manifesto concludes with an ex- 
pres-ion of eternal gratitude to the supporters of 
the president’s jauthority, and adds that patriotic 
people blesges them as the saviors of the govern- 
ment. 


THE CZAR IN DANGER. - 


Another Nihilist Plot to Assassinate the 
Ruler of Russia. 

Paris, August 2.—The Siecle and Figaro 
print reports thata fresh nihilist plot against 
the czar has been discovered in St. Petersburg. 
According to these reports, Professor Colow- 
ski, of the University of St, Petersburg, and a 
number of students at that institution, who, it 
is alleged, were concerned in the plot, have 
been arrested, and many persons taken into 
custody iu Moscow on, the same charge. Two 
officers of high rank in the Russian army com- 
mitted suicide. It is supposed they were im- 
plicated in the conspiracy against the czar, 
and took their lives rather than undergo the 
arrest and punishment which was sure to 
follow.

CatHoun, Ga. Angust 2.—[Special.J— 
Sheriff McGinnis came last night with two 
prisoners, charged with murder. W. H.

TWO VICTIMS DEAD. 

Ten different persons were poisoned, two of 
of whom died yesterday.

time. 

In aconversation with Bone this morning, 
he said that his wife did the poisoning, and 
that it was all on account of his wife’s 
jealousy against himself and Talley’s wife.

THE WIFE’S STATEMENT. 

“Bone’s wife says that is untrue, and 
that Bone poisoned Tally and family in 
order to get his crop, and that she saw 
him fix the poison three different times, 
at one time putting it in flour, another in 
meal anda third time In Dover’s powders. 
She also implicates another negro, Lewis 
Martin, as an accessory or accomplice with 
her husband, but he has escaped arrest 80 
far. 

The Post Mortem. 

A post mortem examination was made before 
acoroner’s jury by several physicians, and the 
zonclusion of the doctors is that the work was 
Jone with rat poison. 

The excitementis very high in the settle- 
ment where the murder was committed, espe- 
cially so among the negroes. 

There are now eleven prisoners in jail, five 
of them charged with murder and a ma- 
jority of the others are felonies of a lower 
grade. The superior court of this county 
convenes on the fourth Monday in August 
next, and Sheriff McGinnis, with his usual 
success, is bringing the violators in. The court 
promises to be a long and busy term.

SHOOTS AND KILLS MR. CHARLES P. 
HUTSON.

The Two Men Begin Firing on Sight, and 
Both Are Hit—A Woman in the Case— 
Excitement on the Streets. 


Avousra, Ga., August 2,—[Special.J—Mr. 
L. H. Patillo, travéling cortespondent of the 
Augusta Chronicle, shot and Killed Mr. 
Charles P. Hutson on the street tonight. 

The two gentlemen met about 11 o’clock 
in front of the Hawthorn saloon, on Broad 
street, three doors above Jackson. There are 
no witnesses to the homicide. 

THE BLOODY MERTING. 

About six shots were fired. Mr. Patillo 
received one shot from Hutson’s pistol in the 
right thigh. Policeman Baston caught Hut- 
son as he was falling, attempting to fire 
another shot, but he was too weak to pull 
the trigger. Hutson was gently laid on the 
ground, when he turned over and died. 

Patillo was carried to the Arlington hotel, 
where his wound was dressed. He is not 
considered mortally wounded. 

THE MOVING CAUSE. 

The cause of the difficulty § is 
not known, but is believed to 
be of a private nature. Bad blood must 
have existed between the two men, for 
they both were armed and ready for trouble, 
and there is no one who heard or knows of 
any colloquy passing between the two when 
they met tonight. 

FIRING ON SIGHT. 

It is supposed they commenced firing on 
sight. Patillo is from Warren county, and 
was formerly: editor of the Warrenton 
Clipper. Mr. Hutson is a young man about 
twenty-four years old, and came _ here 
from Louisville, Ga., working in Daly & 
Armstrong’s dry goods house. 

The shooting created considerable excite- 
ment, andthe streets are now thronged 
with people. The coroner will hold an in- 
quest in the morning.

‘Now that the ‘country cracker’ has got on 
top, itis time for the town ‘tackers’ to begin 
to look erbout to better their condition. 

‘After the war, when bankrupt laws were 
popular and, I might say, er necessity to re- 
lieve the people of old debts, capitalists got 
mighty suspicious and mighty careful of how 
they turned loose their money. The laws that 
made it easy for er fellow to get outen paying 
his debts made it hard for er fellow to get in 
debt—it is er rule working both ways. These 
laws made money hard and killed the country- 
man’s credit, and caused ’em to have to pay 
ruinous per cents that kept them poor, their 
noses to the grindstone, for twenty years. 
This want of credit has had er heap to do 
with keeping the farmers in the deplorable 
condition of which we have heard 
so much, and they had to go to work and com- 
bine in orderto build up thecredit they so 
much needed. 

‘‘This alliance business had er heap more to 
do with giving the farmers credit than one 
would think without giving it much thought. 
They sacredly bound themselves, as one of 
the principles of the alliance to make as few 
debts as possible and to pay such debts asthe 
did make. This principle at once attracte 
men of means, and in er short time, instead of 
having to pay the ruinous per cents, they got 
living terms, and at the same time cultivated 
er spirit of self-denial and economy, which 
has put them on top, and is doomed to make 
them independent at home. 

“Tf the want of credit was so ruinous to the 
farmers, why should not the town working 
people begin to look erbout for er remedy 
against the deplorable condition in which 
they are still to be found? 

“Er good credit would be as er capital to 
poor folks in town, and they would find it 
profitable and convenient as do the country 
people, if they hadthe chance to try it, but 
how toarrive atit would be a question upon 
which there would be much disagreement. 

‘‘Laws that have been passed to shield the 
working man ergin the operations of garnish- 
ment are delusive. Instead of being er benefit 
his credit is killed, his capital, as it were, 
taken from him, and when the time 
comes, as it is most sureto come toevery 
poor man, when heis erbleeged to have credit 
or him and his family suffer, he has to put 
himself in the hands of shylocks who bleed 
him by their per cents in such manner that it 
makes it next to impossible for him to ever 
get outen debts when once he gets in. 

‘These bad collecting laws, as demonstrated 
since the war, made collecting so uncertain 
that it had the effect of creating er ‘monopoly’ 
in the matter of money lenders, and the 
farmers were bled at the rate of 75 per cent 
per annum,and it was only the rich as could give 
mortgages on real estate and could get credit 
at that. Besides cutting off the poor man’s 
chances for credit, it’s mf notion that such 
dishonest laws, by their operation, cause men 
to lose reverence for decent principles, and 
tend to drift them into the ruts of dishonesty! 

‘‘When the farmers went to work in their 
alliances in such er manner that convinced 
merchants that the non-payment of honest 
debts should be made odious in their society, 
they found plenty of men willing to sell to 
them at much less per cent than they 
had been subject to. Not only did it 
benefit them in the important matter of less 
per centi but it stimulated toeconomy and self- 
denial, and everybody should be glad, if they 
are not, that the ‘country cracker’ has got on 
top—and in more ways than one. 

“The laboring men of the towns have. the 
need of er good credit. These ‘protective’ 
laws hang over ’em, and thereis half of ’em 
who think so little that ifit was proposed to 

do away with these laws they would have vis- 
ions of distress and the jail in the near futare. 
This iser delusion. If the merchant could 
collect his debts for sure, every man would at 
once have er capital. lf the garnishee law, 
the homestead law, all laws that retard or pre- 
vent the collection of honest debts were re- 
pealed, the shylocks would go to the wall and 
other men would do er credit 
business at er oeing per cent, and 
poor folks would eel the benefits 
therefrom in the dark days of sickness and 
misfortune. 

‘‘Let the next legislature do erway with all 
laws that takes erway the r man’s 
credit, that is what I say, and I venture that all 
the sensible working folks will say the same if 
they will go to work and give the subject 
proper consideration.”’ 

‘Wou're right,’”’ said Brown.

MACON LAST NIGHT. 


| Both Candidates Address Immense Assem- 


blages of Voters~The Orators at the 
Meetings—The Prohibitionists. 


Macon, Ga., August 2,—[Special.]}—The 
Blount and Hughes mass meetings tonight 
were monster affairs, and showed that each 
gentlemen has a large following in Bibb 
county. These meetings were the final skir- 
mish before the great preliminary battle on 
next Monday, when Bibb will vote by primary 
direct for Hughes and Blount. 

Both sides tonight had huge bonfires, brass 
bands, cannonading, etc. The streets were 
thronged with people. No such political ex- 
citement has been witnessed in Macon since 
the days of the Colquitt-Norwood campaign. 


Blount’s demonstration was held at the 


Academy of Music. It was packed with a 
seething mass of humanity, representing all 
classes of citizens. No man ever had a 
greater and grander ovation in Bibb county. 
The crowd demonstrated the fact that Blount 
has an immense following here,| 

Senator C. L. Bartlett presided over the meet- 
ing and made an eloquent and enthusiastic 
opening address. Heintroduced the different 
speakers. 

Mr. Blount was the first speaker. He was 
received with tremendous cheering, and it 
wasa long while before he could proceed, so 
great was the demonstration. He spoke at 
length, and ably reviewed his record and 
services in congress. His argument on the 
subtreasury bill wasin accord with his views as 
expressed in his recently-published letter. 
His address made his supporters very entbus- 
iastic, and more sanguine of victory than 
ever. He was interrupted repeatedly by 
great cheering. 

Dupont Guery, Washington Dessau, 
Ed Cohen, Clem Steed, B. S. Willingham 
and Henry Richardson made speeches in the 
order named. 

All were eloquent and interesting. Wil- 
lingham, one of the orators, is from Monroe 
county. He came to Macon from Forsyth to- 
night, bearing the tidings that Blount carried 
Monroe today by about four hundred majority. 
Willingham’s account of Blount’s victory in 
Monroe set the crowd wild with enthusiasm. 

Tonight’s meeting adjourned about 11 
o’clock. The Blount crowd is tearing the 
town wide open tonight. They are absolutely 
confident of carrying Bibb and Jasper on 
Monday, which gives Blount a total vote in 
the convention next Friday of 244. It re- 
quires sixteen to nominate. 

The Hughes Meeting. 

The crowd that gathered at the Hughes’ 
rendezvous, corner of Pine and Fourth streets 
was estimated by judges at several thousand. 
Two bands enlivened the hour, and attimes the 
cheers of the people drowned all other noises. 

In response to most tremendous and enthus- 
iastic cheers, Mr. J. F. Hanson first ascended 
the stand. Ina speech lasting three-quarters 
ofan hour, he revolved Blount before the peo- 
ple. Thespeech was the most terrific arraign- 
ment ever heard in Macon. 

The speaker was eloquent,and literally carried 
the vast crowd offits feet. From beginning to 
end he was greeted with cheers, and such was 
the tumult that at times he had to pause for 
flve minutes for the excitement to 
subside. Those who had heard 
Mr. Hanson _ before pronounce this 
the master effort of his life. 

He was followed, after some ten minutes of 
excited cheering, by Colonel D. G. Hughes.

The Bankruptcy Bill. 
New York Commercial Advertiser. 

There is in this bill one provision for involun- 
tary bankruptcy, which deserves more examina- 
tion than it has received. It provides that a 
debtor may be forced into bankruptcy on proof 
that certain acts have been committed by him, 
such as suspending payment of commercial paper 
and not resumir ; for fifteen days; neglecting to 
pay an open acc nt for sixty days after a written 
demand for pay nent thereof; dealing in options 
while insolvent ; concealing ones self to prevent 
the service of civil process ; de- 
parting, or being absent with intent 
to defraud creditors. Under this  pro- 
vision it is made possible to collect debts through 
the intervention of the federal courts rather than 
of the state. It places a debtor in a position of 
receiving a very peremptory dun, since the threat 
of entering proceedings would be a that 
might speedily cause a failure which | otherwise 
with time and leniency might be averted. There are 
80 many opportunities for wrong-doing, for snap 
judgments and for abusesin a system of bank- 
ruptcy that every possible avenue to these things 
should be closed, and despotic exercise of power, 
which might be merely an expression of hatred or 
revenge, be guarded against.

After all, labor is the cornerstone of 
the republic. It is more—it is the foun- 
dation of civilized society everywhere. 

When our free institutions are in dan- 
ger—when Force threatens to pull down 
what Peace has built up, we may rely 
upon the honest toilers of the land to 
guard and maintain the government of 
the people.

The American laborer, then, with all 
these opportunities before him; with no 
pent-up Utica to contract his powers, is 
the determined and relentless foe of par- 
tisan despotism and disorder. Whether he 
belongs to the Farmers’ Alliance, or to 
the Knights of Labor, or goes his busy 
way alone, he is determined to make his 
voice heard thkough a free ballot and a 
fair count. 

We felt assured from the first that 
American labor would send up a protest 
against the force bill from the field, the 
furnace and the factory, and we have not 
been disappointed. The Farmers’ Alliance 
has already spoken out in thunder tones, 
and now Grand Master Powderly, of the 
Knights of Labor, comes to the front 
with a protest which the senate will not 
dare to ignore, 

Mr. Powderly’s strong common sense 
enables him to clearly see his way through 
all the mists and fogs surroundipg the 
Lodge bill. It° is plain to him that a 
congressman is not a United States offi- 
cer, and he very naturally resents the 
proposed interference in state elections. 
He asks: 

Why should a special law be enacted to 
regulate the election of congressmen? Whom 
do they represent that they should insist on 
manipulating the election machinery in their 
Own interests? A congressman does not repre- 
Bent the United States in the house of represent- 
atives—he represents a number of citizens 
comprising a certain territory in a certain 
State,, and the people of that state should 
have the right to scrutinize and regulate the 
election of the man or men who will represent 
them in congress. 

And again: Section 9 of this law is in di- 
sect violation of the contract by which the 
Several states are bound to the United States, 
and is a most unwarrantable interference in 
the legislation of the sisterhood of states. If 
the citizens of the United States value their 
independence they will promptly resent such 
tampering with their right to make state, ter- 
Titorial and municipal laws to suit themselves. 
If the government of the United States shall 
have the right to supervise the election of its 
wn officers, and take that ‘right out of the 
hands of the people, who are supposed to be 
represented, of what use is it to support the 
Government of the separate states and terri- 
tories? Where does congress get the authority 
to annul a state, territorial or municipal law? 

It will be recollected that the proposed 
Jaw provides that when there is an ex- 
cessive number of ballots for a congress- 
man in the box, the. box shall be shaken 
up, and then as many ballots shall be 
drawn out as are excessive, a blindfolded 
supervisor and a blindfolded inspector 
acting alternatively in withdrawing the 
ballots. Mr. Powderly describes this as 
“a sort of Louisiana lottery scheme, by 
which a second ballot may be avoided— 
a game of blind-man’s buff substituted 
for an honest election. A more dishonest 
piece of legislation does not exist than 
that. It does not record the will of the 
majority, it does not aim at justice; and 
it certainly does not express the sense of 
those who voted in earnest.’’. 

In conclusion, this statesmanlike work- 
ingman says: 

That law passed the house of represent- 
atives without the advice or consent of the 
people of the United States. It was hastily 
passed and without due consideration. It 
should be reconsidered and published to the 
world, so that those who are to be governed 
_by it may know what it is in time to express 
‘their opinion on it before its passage into 
Jaw. The next best thing for the people to do 
is to send in their protests to the senate 
against its passage by that body. Our mem- 
bers should act at once and ask the senators 
from the various states to voice their senti- 
ments on this measure when it comes up for 


consideration. The name of every congressman 
who voted for that law should be published to

Republicans Watching Mississippl. 


In less than ten days the Mississippi .een- 
stitutiona] convention will be in session. 

Already the republicans are making the 
point that. it will be a white man’s conven- 
tion, the negroes haying taken no part in 
the election of delegates. The fact is openly 
admitted that the delegates intend to frame 
an organic law under which negro supremacy 
will forever be impossible. 

Now, it must be recollected that Missis- 
sippi has a black majority of about one 
hundred and eighty thousand, according to 
the last census. It is quite likely that the 
blacks. will not vote on the new constitu- 
tion, and the republicans will claim that 
fear kept them away from the polls. 

Under the circumstances, it goes without 
saying that upon the slightest pretext the 
administration will jump upon Mississippi 
and reconstruct her under the clause of the 
federal constitution guaranteeing to every 
state a republican form of government. If 
this does not come to pass, an effort will be 
made to reduce the state’s representation in 
congress and in the electoral college, upon 
the basis of the white population alone. 

Great wisdom and caution will be needed 
by the constitution makers of our sister 
state if they desire to avoid trouble with the 
federal government. The republicans are 
already watching every move, and if they 
try their aggressive policy of force anywhere 
in the solid south, Mississippi will be the 
first state to feel it if the dominant party 
can find any excuse for interfering. 


A Georgia-Floridian. 

.Hon. E. M. Hammond, of Florida, has re- 
cently been spending a few days among his 
old fri¢nds in Atlanta, revisiting the scenes 
of his youth, where he is always welcome. 

It wag only a few years ago that Mr. Ham- 
mond became a citizen of Florida, but his 
talent and his attainments have already won 
for him a high place among the public men 
of Florida. He has made his way by sheer 
force of intellect, and is now one of the most 
popular men in the state, 

He is a member of the Florida senate, a 
member of the judiciary committee of that 
body, and has already made his influence 
felt on the legislation of that state. He is 
marked, too, for still higher honors, In the 
contest that is now going on overthe United 
States senatorship in Florida, the name of 
Mr. Hammond is prominently mentioned. 
The contest is at present between Mr. Call, 
who is now the senator, and Mr. W. D. 
Chipley, who has made a very strong fight 
on Mr. Call. 

Mr. Hammond is not identified with either 
side in this contest, and it is not at all im- 
probable that the opposing factions may 
turn to him asa man on whom they can 
combine. Heis popular with his fellow- 
members of the assembly as with the people, 
and his ability, combined with a personality 
singularly winning, marks him as the man 
to represent the growing and progressive 
state of Florida in the councils of the nation. 

We haye recently had the pleasure of 
reading an oration delivered by Mr. Ham- 
mond a few weeks. ago before the literary 
societies of the University of Virginia. In 
style and conception this oration will rank 
among the best of its kind; and it fore- 
shadows the fact that if this young Georgia- 
Floridian should be chosen to represent his 
adopted state in the senate of the United 
States, not only Florida, but the whole 
south would have on the floor of that body 
a bold, an eloquent and an earnest defender. 


A Big Affair. 


Congressman Amos Cummings, in the 
course of some remarks in the house the 
other day, paid his respects to the affair that 
is called the United States geological survey. 
The facts that he set forth are so astonishing, 
and, at the same time, so thoroughly eharac- 
teristic of the frauds and abuses that have 
grown up in the pestiferous shadow of repub- 
licanism, that a summary of Mr. Cummings’s 
statement will be found full of interest and 
information. 

Mr. Cummings gave his attention particu- 
larly to the United States geological survey 
and its wonderful director, who, according 
to a citizen of Arizona, has become the as- 
signee of the arid public lands. Congress- 
man Cummings suggests that the geological 
survey should itself be surveyed, and he 
then proceeded to spread the affair before 
the public in a style that will not be relished 
by those who cling to and feed on the fungus, 

The first and most important fact isa very 
startling one, The geological survey appears 
to be entirely unauthorized, existing by im- 
plication alone. It is composed altogether 
of a series of appropriations, with the corps 
necessary to exhaust them. The whole af- 
fair is based on a little line inserted in 1879

And now the geological- 
topographical dctopus wants to add another 
tentacle to its corporosity—the tentacle of ir- 
rigation of arid lands. All the . money that 
is wanted just now is $7,000,000. But no-

in 1890 would precipitate a rebellion, as the like 
attempt did in 1860. It will not. The white south 
has learned something. Ifit has not learned to 
respect the just rights of American citizens, it has 
come to know the might that stands behind 
federal law. Itcanand doubtless will continue 
its endeavors to use terror by night and fraud by 
day to deprive our fellow-citizens of their lawful 
rights, but it has no desire to renew its old trial of 
strength with the loyal north. There will be 
peace, The law will be obeyed and accepted, if it 
pass—evaded if possible, but it will continue, even 
then, to make injustice and wrong more difficult. 

Since this is the case, since the southern press 
accepts the situation, why not pass the bill? We 
do not doubt that southern senators pressed to 
the wall will yield, just as southern newspapers 
have thrown up the plan of a boycott on the firet 
suggestion that the north was in earnest in be- 
lieving that federal laws were made to be obeyed. 
What is wanted of republican senators is courage 
—not much, but enough to discharge a plain duty 
to themselves, the country and their oppressed 
fellow-citizens. 


That this is the logical conclusion to 
be drawn from the attitude of some of 
our southern contemporaries, there can be no 
doubt, but there is one element that The 
Press fails entirely to take into consider- 
ation—namely, the southern people. THE 
CONSTITUTION has never been surer of 
anything than the fact that, its attitude 
on the force bill represents the active 
public sentiment of the industrial south. 
If The Press believes that Tuk CoNsTI- 
TUTION is wrong in this, and that the 
people of the south will take no steps 


partisan and aggressive legislation, let it 
prevail on the republicans to adopt the 
force bill with the bayonet feature in it, 
as the house passed it. 

It will then have the opportunity of 
testing in the most practical manner 
whether THE CONSTITUTION represents 
the sentiment of the southern people in 
this matter. 


The Legal Status of Poets, 

The New York courts for some time past 
have been investigating the sanity of George 
M. Storrs, the son of the late famous orator 
and lawyer, Emory Storrs. 

Young Mr. Storrs has given the experts 
no end of trouble. His case is a very pecu- 
liar one, and the testimony has been con- 
flicting. Last Thursday, however, Dr, 
Magnus testified that Storrs wrote poetry, 
and mentioned it as one of his patient’s “un- 
favorable symptoms, The doctor was then 
asked if he regarded any man who wrote 
poetry asinsane. ‘I think him irrational,’’ 
was the prompt reply. 

* Clearly, there is now no hope for Storrs. 
He will be adjudged a lunatic and sent to an 
asylum. 

But will the opinion of Dr. Magnus be 
quoted as authority upon this important 
question? Will it settle the legal status of 
poets, and cause society and the courts to 
look upon them as irrational and irresponsi- 
ble beings? Doubtless the world will laugh 
at Dr. Magnus, and call for more lunatics 
like Shakespeare and Byron. 


A Million Innocent Exiles. 

Some day Russia will have to answer 
for her numerous crimes against liberty and 
civilization. 

The dungeon, the scaffold, the knout and 
Siberia—these horrors rise up whenever we 
think of Russia. 

Just now Europe is denouncing the czar 
for his edicts against the Jews. For-no 
crime, and for no act of disloyalty, these op- 
pressed people are to feel the full weight of 
a despot’s displeasure. The series of edicts 
now about to be enforced will utterly ruin 
thousands of families. No Jew will any 
longer be permitted to own or even rent farm 
land. This in itself is a tremendous blow to 
a large number of people, and will drive 
them from their homes. The new law 
places hundreds of small towns on a country 
footing, and their Jewish inhabitants will 
be compelled to leave. All Jews settled out- 
side of sixteen specified districts will be ex- 
pelled. They will not be allowed to hold 
mining shares or be connected with mining 
industries. Heretofore they have been 
allowed to constitute 5 per cent of the 
students at- the universities, but this per- 
centage will now be reduced. They aré for- 
bidden to enter the legal, engineering, naval 
and medical professions, or government

whatever to protect themselves against 
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all along the Atlantic coast. 


Of course it is a stupid and brutal policy 
for any government to engage in such a 
causeless persecution. The Jews are always 
on the side of peace, law and order. 
are active and powerful factors of commerce 
and finance, and more ‘than once their. great 
capitalists have pulled every country in Eu- 
rope out of serious trouble by their timely 
aid. Their presence in a community isa 
sign of prosperity, and their absence is an 
indication of poverty. 

It is possible, however, that this cruel 
crusade will work out finally to the benefit 
of the victims. All lands will be ready to 
wélcome the exiles, and in France, England 
and the United States they will enjoy a 
greater degree of prosperity than they ever 
would have hoped for in the great empire of 
the north.

A London special says: ‘‘The 
cable report that the United States postal author- 
ities had excluded Tolstoi’s | ‘Kreut- 
zer Sonata’ from the mails, is re- 
ceived here with expressions of mingled as- 
tonishment and ridicule. A well-known literary 
man said tonight: ‘In view of the nauseating and 
paltry indecency of many American novels— 
chiefly those of women writers—-which are coming 
over here every day, and which are, presumably, 
allowed to circulate through American mails, one 
can hardly credit this report that Tolstoi’s re- 
markable, though painful study, has been singled 
out for the rare condemnation of the United 
States government. It will be . interesting 
to see what will follow. If the Washington postal 
authorities have constituted themselves censors 
of literary morality, they must not stop short with 
Tolstoi’s. Who will be the next victim, or per- 
haps it would be more correct to say, next benefi- 
ciary, from an advertising point of view, of their 
fastidious judgment?’ Another critic, on being 
shown the cablegram, said: “This is a very sin- 
gular official action. The fact is that the ‘Kreut- 
zer Sonata’ is as far removed from the erotic im- 
moralities of fiction as a physiological text book 
is from an obscene picture book. While we may 
question Tolstoi’s judgment, we are not permitted 
to doubt the exaltation of his purpose in writing 
the book. Eminent medical men and moralists 
have agreed that the subject matter of the book is 
one which demands recognition, and that Tolstoi’s 
treatment of it, while not perhaps conclusive, is 
justifiable on the ground that it is scientific in 
aim, though popularin method.”

CONTINUES TO MAGNIFY ITSELF. 


Great Growds Coming to Atlanta. 
Perfecting Details, 


ATALK WITH MR. TURPIN ABOUT FLOATS. 


Colone! G. W. Adair to Deliver 
the Elephant. 


The Midsummer fessival was organized two 
weeks ago, and amazing progress has been 
made in that time. : 

Let us see what has been done. 

On the second day after the suggestion was 
made in THE CONSTITUTION, organization was 
effected. The next day committees were ap- 
pointed and sent out to canvass the city. 
Within three days 180 floats were enlisted—a 
number which has since run up to over 225. 

As the matter stands now nearly every busi- 
ness and manufacturing establishment will be 
represented in the great parade of the l4th. 
Not only has the character of the parade been 
lifted above the first anticipations of the com- 
mittee, but the rivalry of the Atlanta mer- 
chants is doing wonders in display. The 
representation of Lallah Rookh, for instance, 
will be a magnificent scene illustrating the 
immortal dream of Tom Moore, and this brill- 
iant design will be executed in a style of 
magnificence which will fairly rival oriental 
pageantry. The representation of Hottentots 
and other savage tribes in their native cos- 
tume, and the unique designs representing 
every art and industry. havealready gone far 
beyond anything which it was thought could 
be gotten up in the short space of three 
weeks. 

Atlanta is working on high pressure. The 
work of the three weeks ending with the 14th 
of August, it is confidently expected, will 
break the record of Atlanta’s brilliant achieve- 
ments. The procession will be so large as to 
be almost unwieldy. Thanks, however, to the 
good management of an experienced commit- 
tee and marshals accustomed to military man- 
agement, the organization will be so perfect 
that the vast panorama will move forward with 
the precision of clock work. Every precau- 
tion for good order and the perfection of the 
programme will be made, and announcements 
concerning the details will be made as soon as 
practicable. In the meantime the public may 
rest assured that the matter is in good hands 
and is progressing satisfactorily and with won- 
derful dispatch. 

Atlanta will be on dress parade on the day 
of the festival. Her gates have been thrown 
open and almost the entire moveable popula- 
tion of the state will be here. Nearly every- 
body who can go anywhere will come to 
Atlanta on the 14th. The railroads have 
made liberal rates based on one fare for the 
round trip, and this, with the magnificent 
attractions of the day will draw an immense 
crowd. From the information received by the 
executive committee at least twenty or thirty 
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ways had a ball, generally at DeGive opera 
house, which was attended by ome of 
the best people of the city, 

“T have no doubt that each of these parades 
emptied $75,000 to $150,000 in Atlanta’s lap. 
The people came, they enjoyed the perform- 
ance and they spent their money. 

**These streets, these blocks of buildings and 
these magnificent private residences were built 
that way. Such entertainments liberalize 
everybody and open the springs of “Zapitality 
and good fellowship. It makes a man tolerant 
and fair and makes him love his neighbor, and 
teaches him how to welcome the strangers 
within our gates.’ 

The Voting on the Elephant’s Name. 

The contest over the elephant’s name has 
become spirited. Yesterday a question arose 
over the exact hour of closing the ballot, and 
as the result might hinge on the decision, and 
no notice of any particular hour had been 
given, it was found that the best way to settle 
the matter was to extend the time and give 
definite notice of the exact hour of closing. 

The time for voting on the elephant’s name 
will be extended, then, to next Saturday 
night at 9 o’clock sharp. The election will 
close on the minute, and this is due notice of 
the exact time. 

“It is a scheme the people of Louisville, St. 
Louis and Cincinnati have all caught on to. 
In St. Louis it is the order of the Veiled 
Prophets of Khoressin, in Cincinnati the order 
of Cincinnatus, and in Louisville the Satelites 
of Mercury. 

‘But the greatest of all carnivals is in New 
Orleans, where the genius of the people seems 
adapted toit. Mardi Gras has a signification 
similar to that of the word carnival, 
The old world carnival originated 
on the last days before Lent, the 
name signifying ‘farewell to meat.’ So the 

literal translation of Mardi Gras is ‘Fat Tues 
day,’ coming just before Lent. 

“This mercantile display will lead to some- 
thing like an esthetic or historical display 
hereafter. So far as industrial floats are con- 
cerned, they must be suggested by a man’s 
business. There is scarcely a vocation that 
does not suggest something at once interesting 
and picturesque, especiallyin the trades.

‘‘A float drawn by four or six mules, hand- 
somely canopied, makes an attractive feature. 
There’s the dry goods merchant who could 
make a pyramid of various goods with parti- 
colored calicoes as decorations. 

‘The blacksmith could illustrate his trade 
by shoeing a horse in the procession. The 
furniture dealer has a varied field of display. 
A solid presentation of mirrors would make a 
most brilliant display. There is nothing in 
the world better than a box factory. There

The 100,000 hand bills printed at the commit- 
tee’s order, will be distributed simultaneously 
in 100 towns in Georgia next Saturday, when 
the largest number of people from the country 
will be accessible to this form of advertising. 

Special invitations have been sent to the 
press of the state and to the mayors and 
councils of all the towns in Georgia. If any 
fail to get these invitations they will attribute 
it to miscarriage of the mails, as orders were 
given by the committee to include every edi- 
tor and municipal officer in the state. 

This display, gotten upinso shorta time, 
must necessarily be more of an industrial ex- 
hibition than artistic display, but the artistic 
features have already surprised the committee 
and will be a gratifying surprise to the pub- 
lic. 

This enterprise, though inaugurated and 
carried through in so short a time, cannot be 
regarded as temporary. It will inevitatably 
lead to a series of carnivals in which Atlanta 
will eclipse anything heretofore known in 
this line. Already, thoughts of exhibitors aro 
turning in this direction, and the fruit of this 
parade will again be seen next year and 
many years afterward.

THE WORK OF AN ATLANTA GENIUS.

An Atlanta Company Owns a 
New Process. 


BY WHICH THE METAL MAY BE MADE 


For a Small Fraction of Its 
Former Cost. 


Atlanta is about to become the center of an 
industry which will revolutionize the business 
of the world. 

When, in the mad rush for the gold regions of 
California in 1849, the emigrant and the adven- 
turer rushed pell me ] across the richest part of 
this country and struggled panting across the 
great western desert, they little knew that 
they were leaving behind them—even pressing 
under their feet—greater wealth than the gold 
mines of the world could offer. ° 

In the toilsome silence of his laboratory, it 
was reserved for an Atlanta man, Michel 
. Emmi, to unlock the secrets of nature and 
open up the bewildering possibilities of 


True the metal was known, true it had been 
produced before, but never at a cost smal] 
enough to bring it within the reachof the 
world-wide demand of all the-arts to which 
aluminum is applicable. The metal which 
thirty years ago was worth $15 an ounce, and 
even was $4 a pound, is produced in Atlanta by 
a now method, in which the cost, ‘‘at a liberal 
estimate,’’ is 50 cents a pound, and it is an 
@pen secret that it is far below that figure. 

For long weary months this man toiled with- 
out encouragement. Finally Mr. Samuel W. 
Goode went into partnership with him, and 
now they are associated with Dr. J. 8. Hop- 
kins, Mr. Phil Haralson and others. 

This wonder among inetals is spread about 
us in the most lavish abundance. It is every- 
where, in the clay banks all about it is stored, 
and in some places it makes more-than a 
third of the ground. In manyclays there is 
20 per cent of it, and in the Georgia kaolin 
$0 per cent, in some Virginia deposits 60 per 
cent. 


By our 
new process, 50 cents a pound is a liberal 
estimate for the cost of reduction. We 
are now organized and will go to work at once 
to erecta plant which will demonstrate the 
practicability of the plan upon asmall com- 
mercial basis.

‘“‘But the metal is being made on a large 
scale at Albury, in England, near Birming- 
ham, by the Albury Aluminum Company, 
whoso works cover five acres, This company 
bought the Deville-Castner process from Mr. 
Marvel, of New York, a few years ago for 
$500,000, and they are manufac- 
turing aiuminum at the rate of 
100,000 pounds per annum. Mr. Marvel is a 
wealthy resident of New York, who owns large 
mining interestsin Spain, and Mr. Castner was 
a chemist in his employ. Castner so improved 
the method employed by Deville in 1854 that 
the cost of production was very materially re- 
duced. In that method sodium is used. 

“To show how costly even the improved 
Castner process, is the Albury company which 
works on that plan requires 400,000 pounds of 
sodium, 800,000 pounds of chlorine and 1,000,- 
000“ pounds of double chloride in the 
manufacture of 100,000 pounds of aluminum. 
This is the process Marvel sold them for 
$500,000 about 1885. Now he offers to sella 
million pounds of aluminum for us. 

‘*To give an idea of the properties of alumi- 
num would require the delivery of a lecture. 
It is extremely light and strong. Its specific 
gravity is 2.58 in the cast metal (258 times as 
heavy as water) and rises to 2.68 when it is 
hammered. The specific gravity of iron is 
8, more than three times as heavy as 
aluminum. Copper is 3.6 times as heavy, 
nickel 3.5 times, silver 4 times, lead 4.8 
times and gold 7.7 times as heavy. 
The average woodis three-fourths as heavy 
as water; aluminum is therefore about three 
times as heavy as most wood. 

‘Its ductility is another great quality, and 
for that reason its.usefulness in the arts is ap- 
parent. It does not oxidize in the open air 
like iren, silver or other metal. For that 
reason it will be used in covering houses. On 
a.roof it would almost last forever. Fruit 
acids have no effect on it, and that will make it 
invaluable for cooking utensils. For the 
weight its tensile strength is very great —from 
twelve to fourteen tons to the inch, 
while that of cast iron, which is 
over three times, as heavy, is only eight 
tons. The tensile.strength of steel showing a 
test of thirty-eight tons will be equaled by an 
aluminum rod of the same weight, though it 
would be three.times as large. 


This metal—aluminum, or alumininum as 
the weight of authority now has it—though it 
isso abundant, has been dearer than gold. 
About the time of Deyille’s discovery of a 
method of seducing it.in 1851, the price 
was $)* an ounce,’ and up to 1887 the 
total production of the worldin a year was 
10,000 pounds. Now it is being made by the 
ten and the price has fallen to $4 a .pound.

“In electrical apparatus it will be in de- 
mand because of its great conductivity. 
Weight for weight it is a better conductor 
than copper, and nearly as good as silver, 
which is the best conductor known. 

“‘Another peculiar property and one of the 
most useful is its effect in reducing the 
fusing point of other metals. A very smal 
percentage of aluminum will make iron weld 
at a much lowertemperature, and will enable 
foundries to make finer and tougher castings. 
For this reason the largest stove works are 
using it with fine effect. The same property 
enables the founders to make castings of

The wonders of this metal which the Creator 
has spread literally under our feet, show how 
we may overlook the best gifts of nature in 
the search of an eldorado.

WOMA™ WHO WORRIES. I'd answer, “the woman 
who worrtes.” 

By this I don’t mean tho woman who has real 
sorrows to distress her,but the woman who worries 
©ver everything—the woman to whom a 
guest is a burden, and who takes every little 
household caro as a subject to repine over for 
feveral hours. The woman who worries is a bore 
to her husband, a thorn in the flesh of her chil- 
dren, a sorrow to herself, and an unéndarable mis- 
tress to the many servants who spend a short time 
trying to please her. The woman who worries, 
Wenerally cleans up a great deal—by this I mean 
she is constantly at it, and does it in the most un- 
comfortable manner. About twice a week she is 
seized with the conviction that her house is abso- 
futely filthy, and she turns every part of it up one 
day and has it overhauled, scrubbed, dusted and 
polished. Every part of it is put in order 
at once, and all the folks in it are 
put out of humor at the sametime. The mistress 
goes tearing around with turned skirts and a 
broomstick, and the servants leave the next day, 
‘while the children all wish they could go with 
them. 

Then the woman who worries over company— 
who invites people to stay with her and, when 
they come, tells you of the bother they are and 
how put out and worried with them she was. This 
woman’s husband’s relatives have a hard time. If 
be has any of them to viait him, it is a source of 

eternal grievance. | 
- Then there’s the woman who worries over sew- 
ing, and who is the terror of the poorly paid 
‘women hired by the day to do work under her di- 
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ripped and sewed over. 

The woman who worries over her children must 
have very hearty ones to raise them, She subjeets 
them, through her anxiety, to many discomforts 
and often, by dosing or coddling, permanently in- 
jures their health. All women worry over their 
first babies, and that’s why so many first children 
die. 

The woman who. worries is always busy and 
bustiing, but she @ies without having accom- 
plished any purpose save making herself and 
those abou’ her uncomfortable. 

Now, there’s the other extreme—the shiftiess, 
irresponsible woman, lazy and undisturbed by 
anything—the slouchy woman witha dirty house 
and dirty children. Sheis pretty bad, but not as 
uncomfortable as the woman who worries. 

But there’sa happy medium—a mediam that 
few women strike in regard to house-keeping, at 
least. Few women have house-cleaning done 
quietly and by degrees—yet why can't they, any 
sort of a house requires constant care and watch- 
fulness. While the windows are being washed in 
one room dust is making them dingy in another; 
and as forscuuring and sweeping, a day never 
passes without the need of it. Yet all these things 
can be done gradually. Few houses have more 
thantweive rooms and there are six working 
days in the week. Two rooms a day 
to be cleaned will not upset an establishment. 
Watchfulness and care about a house do not 
mean worry. A woman who never seems to know 
she has a house keeps the most exquisitely cared- 
for dwelling | ever saw, yet I seldom hear her 
giving an order, and I never saw her having 
things torn up. She keeps account of everything, 
and her household moves on noiseless wheels. 

Why shou!d one make a burden of company? 
People who are able to live nicely need treat their 
guests in nowise differently from themselves. An 
extra bedroom of two to be cleaned up is all in 
the way of additional work that company ought 
tomean. The woman who worries over company 
is selfish and unhospitable, and that is what is 
really the matter with her. 

The woman whom company never phases is the 
exception, but such a woman is simply charming, 
and everyboily loves her. I know one woman who 
is a wonder in this respect; she isthe wife of a 
lawyer and a politician, and the kind all such 
men ought to have. Her husband, a man having 
tke.bospitable nature of the old-time southern 
gentlerian, ¢fiaks nothing of bringing half a 
dozen men to dinné* with scarcely an hour's 
warning, yet she has always been found 2fady and 
in a good temper, under any emergency. 

“One day,” she said, “my husband sent me 
word at 12 o'clock that he was going 
to bring up six mentodinner. 1 had positively 
nothing. There’s no market in a small village 
It was only spring, when neither the vegetables 
nor chickens had come in; but 1 bethought me of 
a ham in the pantry, and I had it put on to boil.

That they will interfere with the other 
houses goes without saying, but the million anda 
half of New Yorkers are good enough tlieatre pa- 
trons, and the forty-one houses are, after all, not 
too many forthe great metropolis, which scoops 
in notaione its own inhabitants, but those of 
Brooklyn, nearly a million strong, and of the num- 
erous and large towns within fifty miles of the 
city hall, making nearly around four millions of 
people to draw from. ‘The same number of people 
in London have more playhouses thanhas New 
York, and while it is a red-ictter day for the Eng- 
lish to co to the theater, Americans dropin often 
Bans ceremonic, and think nothing abontit. That 
is possibly the reason why English audiences are 
seen in iull dress, and Americans in walking cos- 
tumes. As Seon as we cet full dress audiences, we 
get people who think twice before they go, and 
then we lose half of the regular theatre-goers.

Some New Conpanies. 

Last yearit is estimated that more than 480 
fully equipped companies were on the road, to 
which must be added at least 200 others 
which started from Chicago, Cleveland, St. Louis 
and Kansas City, skipping along the byways, and 
seldom jumping into first-class houses,even in the 
west. This year it is estimated that the number 
of nomadic companies will be even greater, as 
the air is filled with reports about new companies 
getting ready to stari out. Among these are John 
MeNatiy’s “A Straight Tip,” in which Jimmy 
Powers will star; Lew Rosen’s “The Hustler,” 
Sophie Eyre’s ‘‘Joan of Arc,’’ Gus Williams and 
John T. Kelly’s “You and I,” and “The U, S§S.

Dur- 
ing this time, although new comers are plenty 
from all sources, but few have, comparatively 
speaking, joined ‘the great majority,” er been re- 
tired; so, taking “one consideration with 
another,” the professional family at work in the 
4,000 theaters and Halls throughout the country, 
‘when the next season is at its height, will number 
not less than 50,600.

De Wolf Hopper’s Pig Song. 


De Wolf Hopper’s “Pig” song has made a. big 
hit with the many people who goto hear him in 
“Casties in the Air.”” You would, naturally 
enough, suppose that this is some fool bit of com- 
edy like everything that Hopper has done, but it 
isn’t. The big baseball crank is the only one of 
comic opera comedians who has a voice, and he 
has been frequently importuned to sing something 
of a rather more serious character than he gener- 
ally does, which would display his splendid bass 
voice to advantage. His comedy songs have not 
admitted of this, forthe simple reason that the 
comedy effects he has introduced compel him 
to resort to falsetto tones occasionally. 
After considering the matter care- 
fully the management decided to heed these re- 
quests of Mr. Hopper’s friends, and had: the 
authors of “Castles in the Air’ write a dainty 
little number full of pathos and delicious melody, 
which Mr. Hopper introduced into the second act. 
The number was so entirely different from the 
others in the opera that it created considerable 
éurprise, but it was so quaint and touching that it 
achieved an instantaneous popularity, and Mr. 
Hopper received a large number of encores. 

The song treats of a very peculiar pnt interest- 
fng subject. The singer is supposed to be a 
father who had taken his little daughter upon his 
knee to tell her the familiar story of the little pig 
who went to market, before bidding her good 
night.

You see, 
when a burlesque of character or incident i over- 
dono in even the slightest degree it becomes ridic- 
ulous,and, while the public kindly appreciates a 
bright satire upon their weaknesses, they do not 
care to have them shown up in a broad and unpal- 
atable light.”
